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A NEW DEMOCRATIC LEADER. 

It is a good sign for Democracy when New 
Jersey on a sound progressive platform nomi- 
nates for governor a man with the character, 
capacity, attainments and principles of Presi- 
dent Wilson of Princeton University.

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‘OUR PATERNAL BANKEBS. 

Reports from Washington state that bankers 
in Texas estimate the value of automobiles in 
that State at a gross sum of $45,000,000, or more 
than one-half the combined capital of all the 
State banks. They also estimate that the ma- 
chines undergo an annual depreciation of $15,- 
000,000, or four times as much as the annual 
fire losses- Of the State. 

These figures are subject to a double criti- 
cism. First, they are misleading inasmuch as 
they state only one side of the ledger. Nothing 
is said as to the economic value of the ma- 
chines. The.annual depreciation is put down 
as a dead loss, whereas there is certainly an 
annnual profit in the labor saving and time 
saving work to counterbalance the loss. There 
is continuous depreciation in all kinds of ma- 
chinery and in all kinds of buildings for that 
matter; yet we do not find them to be an 
economic loss when the profit side of the ledger 
is brought into the account. 

But the most interesting feature of the report 
is the renewed evidence of a growing desire on 
the part of rura] bankers to supervise the invest- 
ments of their patrons and direct how money 
shall be employed. This is a new phase of social 
development. The banker of old was content 
with knowing the security for a loan. The mod- 
ern banker wishes to know also what the bor- 
rower is going to do with it. If the money is 
tc be put into the stock and bond market of 
Wall street it is all right. If to buy an automo- 
bile, it is all wrong.

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THE PERFECTED AEROPLANE. 
Five years ago, Moissant’s prediction that 








j aeroplanes will be crossing the Atlantic in 24 


hours in five years from 1910, would have been 
an absurdity, according to all the English dic- 
tionaries and all encyclopedias of mechanics. 

In the English dictionaries, then and now, an 
absurdity is absurd, not because it is impos- 
sible, but because it is unthinkable. Five years 
ago there was nothing in any encyclopedia of 
mechanics, to make “thinkable’” what Moissant 
now really thinks of the perfected aeroplane. 

The fulfillment of his prediction in the time he 
sets, is not nearly so important as the revolution 
of ideas it marks. It is now unthinkable that 
the aeroplane of the present will fail to become 
the perfected aeroplane to which he looks for- 
ward. 

This can now be reduced to a mathematical 
formula, bringing everything in sight except the 
“nerfected engine.” Moissant thinks he sees this 
also, in results almost reached. Others who can- 
not now see this, can see the perfected aeroplane 
of the future as a certainty so absolute that the 
only way to avoid expecting it is to stop think- 
ing.

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PROF. JAMES ON GHOST TALES. 

New York society calling itself the Metro- 
politan Psychical Research Society is willing to 
bet $1000 that the late Prof. William James can- 
not manifest as a ghost. This, as a challenge to 
the various “sensitives” who are publishing ghost 
talks from the famous professor of psychology. 

In his lucid essay on “The Will to Believe,” 
Prof. James made it plain that the belief or non- 
belief ofa given question is not worth discussing 
unless it involves “a living option,” that is to 
say, if it be a hypothesis that cannot, by any 
living possibility be true, then you need go no 
fiirther in discussing it. As the society in ques- 
tion is willing to lose $1000 if ghost talks can 
be proved true, the question must, for it, in- 
volve a living option. : 

But James himself would have been the last 
to make the problem of existence after death a 
matter of pecuniary loss or gain to the investi- 
gator. He looked upon it as a moral and re- 
ligious problem, and in regard to such prob- 
lems held that a certain good will towards them 
was essential in order to make them of any 
service to us. “To take a trivial illustration,” 
he wrote, “Just as a man who in a company of 





gentlemen made no advances, asked @ warrant | 
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for every concession, and believed no one’s word 
without proof, would cut himself. off by such 
churlishness from all thé social rewards that a 
more trusting spirit would earn—so. here, one 
who should shut himself up in snarling logical- 
ity and try to make the gods extort his recogni- 
tion willy-nilly, or not get it at all, might cut 
himself off forever from his only opportunity of 
making the gone acquaintance.”

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NO GUNS AT PANAMA. 

There is nothing to prevent the fortification 
of the Panama Canal except the good sense of 
the American people. The question, which is not 
one of power, but of expediency, is very intelli- 
gently reviewed in all its bearings elsewhere in 
this issue of the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Why should the canal be fortified? Our treaty 
with Great Britain provides that no act of war 
shall ever be committed within the strip. Forti- 
fications invite war. In these days it 4s only 
fortified cities that are attacked. Ne civilized 
nation would shell a defenseless town. If we 
fortify Panama, we make it an objective in war. 
If we devote it forever to peace, civilization itself 
will guarantee its safety. 

Suez is not fortified, and there is as much to 
be said about our naval stations in the West 
Indies as about the British stronghold in the 
Levant. To fortify the canal is to make it the 
cockpit of the earth. A nation that should lead 
in peace will by that act take pre-eminence in 
war. 

Jingoism is always shortsighted. In finds se 
curity now in the proposal to begin the waste 
and folly of fortifying the canal with an initial 
apprepriation of $15,000,000. A few years hence 
it will call for a hundred millions, caring little 
that every dollar so expended will array greater 
armaments against the canal itself. The more 
forts we build at Panama the greater will be 
naval menace hanging over the chief engineer- 
ing work of the age. 

War or peace, says Woodrow Wilson, is the 
biggest question of the day. How can it be oth- 
erwise when the nations of earth groan under 
the burdens, not of benevolence, or mercy, or 
science, or education, but of their armaments? 
Governments may almost be said to exist. for 
War purposes only. It is the war spirit that 
sends out most of the tax-gatherers. It is the 
war spirit that encourages and excuses most of 
the corruption and favoritism. 

Americans have a responsibility in this matter 
that extends far beyond their own borders. They 
can afford to spend $500,000,000 for the creation 
of a splendid highway of commerce and peace. 
They cannot afford to affront the world with a 
war policy at once reckless in its extravagance 
and defiant in«its purpose. 
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One year in the penitentlary is the extreme 
penalty for each offense of the beef packers, 
who may nevertheless fall back for consolation 
on the fact that we are a merciful people. 
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THE PLEDGE OF PROSPERITY. 

The average annual increase of population in 
the United States during the last 10 years was 
something over 1,300,000. In Germany, during 
the last five years, an increase of about 900,000 
a year is estimated, and it is expected that this 
year’s census will show a total population for the 
German Empire of 65,000,000. 

In spite of the heavy immigration from Europe 
to America, the population of nearly all European 
countries igs increasing almost as fast as our own 
population outside the cities. The total popula- 
tion of 25 American cities, as announced this 
September by the Census Bureau, is 11,042,500. 
These are all cities of over 100,000 population. In 
both the United States and Burope, the increase 
of the number of people to be fed in the cities 
is greater than the increase of those working in 
the country to produce the food. 

This is the most important fact this year’s cal- 
culations will bring out in the life of Europe 
and America. It does not mean more hunger, 
but a greater demand for food, which will be 
steadily met by increasing supply. The supply 
from the United States will come chiefly from 
the West and South, whose prosperity will in- 
crease with this production. 

They owe little to politics, except as countries 
left free from the worst disturbances show the 
heaviest increases in population and also in pow- 
er to pay for supporting it. The base of in- 
creasing prosperity is more mouths to fill and 
miore backs to clothe. It is helpfulness, between 
man and man, country and country. The civilized 
world will certainly call for more help from the 
Mississippi Valley states in the next 10 years 
than ever before. The call will just as certainly 
be answered in a way which will show that not 
even bad politics can prevent the prosperity 
which belongs to helping the world’s needs in a 
way which keeps more people alive in comfort.

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SUFFRAGE AND KISSES.

It was a Massachusetts man who said: “When 
& man once comes home tired at night from his 
business he does not want to kiss a member of the 
School Board or an overseer of the poor.” And 
why not? Would that be any worse than kiss- 
ing the president of the Browning Society or the 
secretary of a woman’s club? Is no woman kiss- 
able who does anything more than sit at home and 
wait for the tired business man? What @ dreary 
picture of life does the weary anti-suffragist pro- 
vide for his faithful wife. 

If that is the best argument a Massachusetts 
man can bring against the suffragist movement, 
we may well agree with Mrs. Phillips Snowden 
that the woman’s victory is already won. In 
England, at all events, it is as good as won. An 
overwhelming majority of the House of Commons 
has voted for a modified form of female suffrage. 
It may take a year or two to convert that vote 
into law: but the clock of history does not go 
backward. At the next election in great Britain 
the contest is sure to bé a close one. Mrs. Snowden 
is not far out when she says that by using their 
influence against anti-suffragist liberals the wom- 
en can in many constituencies secure a conserva- 
tive victory and so overturn the present Govern- 
ment. 

In other words, the suffragists may seize the 
balance of power so effectually held at present 
by the Irish. When England is won over we shall, 
for very sheme, have to follow suit. And what 
are we all trembling for? To judge from the 
violent denunciations which are assailing our leg- 
islators fron? all sides, it is impossible to imagine 
that anything—even universal suffrage—could 
make matters worse. 
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BUSY AUTHORS.

Even allowing for the amazing literary facility 
which the Benson family claims for its own, it 
is impossible to open Mr. Edward Frederic Ben- 
son’s latest novel without being impressed by 
the list of three dozen or so earlier books that 
have flowed from the same pen. Mr. Benson is a 
young man of 43 and he began writing about 17 
years ago. Since then his average has been nearly 
two and a quarter novels a year. His case is 
probably the leading one among English writers, 
but is by no means highly exceptional. All the 
younger men whose names are to the front 
are extremely busy writers. H. G. Wells, who 
began publishing in 1895, is credited, in the last

WOMEN FIGHT 
FOR EXISTENCE 


Chainmakers ‘‘Locked Out’’ Be- 
cause They Refuse to Work for 
Less Than 5c an Hour. 








Special Correspondence F'rom the London | 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


LONDON, Sept. 8—The women chainmakers of 
Cradley Heath have been “locked out,” because 
many of them refused to sign agreements to work 
for less than 6 cents an hour, the minimum 
wage fixed by the Board of Trade. There are 
500 of these women, who by 60 -hours a week of 
the hardest kind of physical toil cannot hope to 
make more than $3.75 to $4 a week. The mini- 
mum wage means to most of them a bare living 
and rags to wear. 

An employer who can show an agreement to 
work at the old wage or less than the minimum 
now set is not obliged to pay the new official 
minimum wage for another six months. Many 
of the women have refused to sign these agree- 
ments and they are idle. 

In all England there is ‘nothing to equal the 
sheer sordid squalor of Cradley Heath. In its 
slums practically every hoyse has its chain shop, 
with forge and bellows, wherein men, women and 
children toil feverishly forging chains. 

In one of these a woman was turning rods of 
iron into plough chains. A baby hung in an tm- 
provised cradle from the ceiling, and two other 
children, sickly and stunted, sat on a heap of 
cinders. 

The chainmaker, by working 10 or 11 hours a 
day, can make about $2 a week, but out of that she 
has to pay 50 cents for fuel. She really clears 
not more than $1.25 a week. She pays 12 cents e 
week rent for the forge. 

She works from 7 to 7. t 

Sweat pours from her face and arms as she 
labors. Her hands and arms are covered with 
burns from flying sparks.

“Remember that your father experienced mis-

HE thing that tickles me most, inthe past weck’s stage announcements

You will remember that we saw this play at the Garrick late last epcing. 
at which time I ventured to assert that Emma Dunn's work in its title role 
placed her at once in the foremost ranks of American players of sincerely hu- 
man parts, and that the play itself was reasonably sure of a long life. Well, 
Emma Dunn played the title role in the recent New York premiere, and the 
metropolitan playgoing public seems to like her and the play immensely, al- 


though, of course, there is some critical sniffing at “Mother” as being a 
“mushy’’ work, sounding always and only the note of maternal love and ca- 
pacity for sacrifice, and too obviously appealing to the ‘“‘bourgeois”’ heart of 
humankind. 

This line of critical comment was to have been 
counts for very little. American playgoers, happily, are not above liking what 
“the bourgeois heart of humankind” likes, and it’s a‘mighty lucky thing 
they're not. The bourgeois heart is sound and healthy. It likes the good and 
true and simple things of life. 


HILE on this theme of the domestic drama, may I ask if you recall 
W that talented little Emily Stevens, cousin of. Mrs: Fiske, whom we 

’ saw in support of George Arliss in “‘Septimus’’ last season? 

Well, the play-producing firm of T.iebler & Co. have now “‘borrowed” Miss 
Stevens from Harrison Grey Fiske and are to star her this year in a home- 
problem play temporarily called ‘‘William,’’ concerning which an illuminat- 
ing story is told.

Objectors Hold Fortifications 
Are Bad Policy anda 
Breach of Faith. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—Plans 
for the fortification of the Panama 
Canal at a cost of $14,104,203—an 
increase of $9,276,521 over the esti- 
mate submitted in 1905 by the Na- 
tional Coast Defense Board,'of which 
President Taft, then Secretary of 
War, was chairman—were- sent to 
Congress last April. 

On May 6, Gen. Keifer introduced 
a concurrent resolution in the House 
expressing the opinion of Congress 
against the necessity of fortifying 
the Panama Canal and requesting the 
President to negotiate an  interna- 
tional treaty to guarantee its safety 
in time of war as in time of peace. 

The matter was referred to the 
Committee on Appropriations, the 
chairman of which, Mr. Tawney, is 
opposed to the plan to fortify the 
eanal, and Congress adjourned with- 
out taking action. 

The proposed expenditure of $14,- 
104,203 refers only to “seacoast de- 
fenses for the termini of the canal,” 
but it is also planned to provide 
“means of defending the portions of 
the canal other than the _ termini 
from attacks to which those portions 
might be subjected by forces operat-

ing on land with the object either 
of getting possession of the canal! or 
of injuring the locks, dams, etc.” 


Nearer Forty Millions. 

Twenty-five million dollars is a con- 
servative estimate of what the final 
plans for the combined reacoast and 
land defenses will call for, but, as ex- 
perience has shown the actual expendi- 
tures in construction work in Panama 
to be at least double the original esti- 
mates, it is probable that the total cost 
of the fortifications will be nearer $40,- 
000,000 than $14,000,000. 

The sea coast defenses now being 
urged by President Taft comprise the 
following armament: Ten 14-inch rifles, 
12 6-inch rifles, 28 12-inch mortars, be- 
sides an elaborate system of submarine 
defenses. 

Six of the 14-inch rifles—the most 
powerful and costly gun in the world— 
will be emplaced in pairs on the Pacific 
Coast and four on the Atlantic, like- 
wise in pairs. 

Although the greatest secrecy is main- 
tained concerning the fortification plans, 
it is known that the main fort defend- 
ing the Pacific entrance will be built 
on Sosa Hill and armed with four 14- 
inch rifles, six 6-inch rifles and eight 
12-inch mortars. This fort will be named 
Fort Amador, after the first President 
of the Republic of Panama. 

Two other 14-inch rifles will be em- 
placed on Ancon Hill, with smaller ar- 
tillery, an? the Islands of Naos and 
Perico in the Bay of Panama also will 
be fortified, with the object of enabling 
an American fleet to pass through the 
Pacific side outside the range of any 
gun on a ship that can come within 
range of the guns on the islands, which 
in turn will be wyprotected and com- 
manded by the guns on Sosa and Ancon 
hills. 

Admiral Evans Shows Flaws. 

This plan was adopted to meet the 
objection of Admiral Evans who point- 
ed out that, no matter what fortifica- 
tions were bulit, a fleet passing through 
the canal would have to come out one 
by one and that “it would he impossible 
for a fleet to pass from one ocean te 
another if there were a hostile fleet 
awaiting it.. The hostile fleet could de- 
stroy the vessels as they came out.” 

Furthermore the original plans for 
the Pacific entrance of the canal have 
alredy been entirely changed for stra- 
tegic reasons. The locks were to have 
been built at Sosa, thus affording the 
greatest possible convenfénce to com- 
mercial shipping, but Col. Goethals has 
moved them several miles inland to a 
sheltered position at Miraflores where 
ther are comparatively safe from the 
fire of any warships in Panama Bay. 

The defenses on the Atlantic side will 
consist of two twin emplacements of 14- 
inch rifles, each reinforced by 6- 
inch rifles and 12-inch mortars; so that 
there will be practically four forts in 
all—two on the Pacific and two on the 
Atlantic side. 

As on both the Atlantic and Pacific 
sides, approach to the mouths of the 
canal is only possible for large ships 
through a dredged channel 500 feet wide 
extending three miles out to sea, the 
protection of these channels by sub- 
marine mines is easy. On the Pacific 
side it is also intended to mine the pas- 
sages between the islands in the Bay of 
Panama so as to prevent an enemy’s 
ships from taking refuge behind them. 

Admiral Dewey, who, as senior mem- 
ber of the Joint Board of Officers of the 
Army and Navy, appointed in Novem- 
ber, 1909, to report on‘the fortification 
of the Panama Canal, approved the 
above armament is on record as opposed 
to the principle of fortification. He said 
in an interview some years ago: 

“Fortifications? .Why of course not. 
As I understand it the canal is to be 
and should be a neutral commercial 
pat:.—--"" hatween the two great oceans. 
To fortify it would simply result in 
making it a battle ground in case of 
war. Fortifications would be enormous- 
ly expensive’ and ought not to be 
erected.”’ 

Objections to the furtifications of the 
Panama Canal can be divided under two 
heads: It would be policy; it would bo a 
breach of international faith. 

It would be a bad policy because: 

1. A fortified canal would be the 
first object of an enemy’s attack. An 
unfortified canal, with neutrality guar- 
anteed by the Powers would be as safe 
as the Suez Catal and an American 
fleet passing through it in either direc- 
tion could not be attacked by an enemy 
until 2% hours after the last warship 
had passed out. This would give the 
United States an. enormous advantage, 
as no other nation has bases on both 
oceans within reasonable distance of 
the canal. 

Handicap in Actual War. 

2. A , fortified canal would = en- 
tail a great increase in the navy, prob- 
ably costing.as much as the canal it- 
self. The United States is bound by 
treaty to keep the canal open in time 
of war as in time of peace. If this 
had to be done by force—as in the 
case of a fortified canal —it would 
necessitate the presence of large fleets 
on both sides of the Isthmué, corres- 
pondingly weakening the defenses of 
the 32,000 miles of the United States 
coast-line (exclusive of Alaska and the 
Island possessions). Fortifications 
might protect the canal, but could not 
keep it open twenty-four hours, nor 
could it secure the safety of a single 
vessel to go there or - pass through 
beyond the range of the sea-coast artil- 
lery. 

3. <A fortified canal would be vul- 
nerable; a neutral canal would not. 

4. A fortified canal would ultimate- 
ly lead to the absorption of the Cen- 
tral American republics and their oc- 
cupation by the United States to 
acquire naval bases as near as pos- 
sible to the canal.

would be a breach of international 
faith because: 

1. The neutralization of the Suez 
Canal constitutes a precedent which the 
United States is morally bound to fol- 
low.

Circuit Court Has 1101 Cases 
to Try During the October | 
Term.

Wife Says Son Found Photo 
of Another Woman in 
Husband’s Pocket.

Four hundred husbands and wives 
are seeking freedom in the divorce 
courts, through the number of pe- 
titions which were on file in the Cir- 
cuit Clerk’s office Saturday, the last 
day for entering suits for the Oc- 
tober term. According to Alex M. 
Lewis, chief deputy in the Circuit 
Clerk’s office, this total is the larg- 
est in the history of St. Louis Circui? 
Court. 

Wives are the plaintiffs in a ma- 
jority of the suits, and desertion and 
non-support are the principal alle- 
gations. In addition to the new 
petitions for legal separation, there 
are about 800 divorce cases awaiting 
trial oh the dockets. 

In several suits brought by hus- 
bands, automobile rides alleged to 
have been taken with other men are 
the basis of the charges. 

When the Circuit Clerk’s office 
closed at noon Saturday, 1101 suits 
of various characters had been filed 
for the October term. Next to divorce 
cases, suits for damages wefe most 
numerous. Twelve’ damage cases, 
aggregating $156,500, were filed 
against the United Railways Co. Sat- 
urday. 

Wed to Please Mother. 

In a petition for freedom from his 
wife, Philip Hubert Nolting alleges that 
the defendant, Julia Nolting, of 1361 
Montclair place, said she did not love 


her mother. The wedding took place 
Oct. 6, 1908, and the separation May 14, 
1910..

The site has a front- 
age of 100 feet on Twelfth street by 
116 feet on Olive street, and is owned 
by W. K. Bixb?. 

W. J. Holbrook, president of the Hol- 
brook-Blackwelder Kea! Estate Trust 
Co., agent for Bixby, admitted that a 
proposition looking to the improvemert 
of the corner had been forthcoming, but 
stated that the project was in an unset- 
tled stage. 

Purchased Site Years Ago. 
. Bixby purchased the site several years 
ago, through the Holbrook-Blackwelder 
Co., when realty values on downtown 


Twelfth street were at decidedly af-} 


tractive levels for investment purposes, 
anticipating the unearned increment 
with the erection by the Corner Realty 
Co. group. represented by the Mercan- 
tile Trust Co. of the Jefferson Hotel 
and the Shubert Theater and office 
building, which has added thousands of 
dollars to land ‘values in this section of 
the city. 

Transactions also are pending, it is 
said, for the improvement of Pine and 
Chestnut street sites. Wholesale inter- 
ests, it is predicted, soon wili appear 'n 
Fine and Chestnut streets with big 
tuilding plans. . 

The improvement of the Lionberg- 
er block, bounded by Chestnut, Pine, 
Seventeenth and Eighteenth streets, 
the plans for which have been hang- 
ing fire for several months, will form 
the inception of the upbuilding of 
this district.

ARCHITECT TELLS 
OF PLANS TO.MAKE 
CITY BEAUTIFUL 


Charles H. Deitering Enthu- 
siastic After Visit to Pretty 
European Places. 


WATER FRONT SCHEME 


He Would Reclaim All the 
Territory West to Fourth 
Street. 


Charles H. Deitering, who returned re- 
cently. from a tour of Europe, has 
brought enough “city beautiful’ plans 
back with him to keep the City Club 
and other organizations and the mu- 
nicipal government busy for years, if 
they are carried out. 

“St. Louis,’’ said Deitering to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, ‘has greater natural 
opportunities than any city abroad, but 
for various reasons most of the chances 
for beautifying the city have been 
wasted. 

“Tf St. Louis expects to attain a popu- 
lation of 1,000,000 she must exert herself 
at once for a city beautiful. Our river 
}front is the grandest in the world, and 
should be reclaimed for park purposes 
at once, laid off in beautiful drives and 
promenades with numerous open squares 
up to Fourth street for monumental 
treatment. 

“Plant trees everywhere—a little shade 
and green is always acceptable. The 
tree most used in Europe is the buck- 
eye, the beautiful branches of which 
never are lower than 12 feet. 

-An Excellent Chance. 

‘We have such excellent chances to 
forge ahead with plenty of willing cap- 
ital, that a commission of prominent 
citizens and architects should be formed 
for the purpose of getting the Municipal 
Assembly to set aside a sum of money 
sufficient for platting the city for all 
future improvements upon _ artistic 
lines. _The railroads should be given all 
necessary space for yards, but with the 
understanding that it be paved and 
parked in ccnformity to the rules laid 
down by a commission. 

“The city should make a parked and 
terraced canal out. of the River des 
Peres at once—waterways for freight 
transportation are absolutely neces- 
sary. 

“The free bridge will be a Godsend 
to the city, and should be pushed to 
completion so that a number of the 
levee tracks and the elevated structure 
can be removed.  ” 

“The old Fair grounds park should be 
maintained as a zoological garden. For- 
est Park should have a monumental 
treatment in places, laid out with ter- 
races, fountains and garden effects. 
Concrete statuary if carried out as 
abroad is very beautiful and muc 
cheaper than carved work. We should 
have statuary everywhere. 

Sent Officials Ahead. 

“Our Park Commissiontér and Street 
Commissioner should be sent to Berlin, 
Potsdam and Hamburg to get the best 
idea for landscape effects and for road- 
way construction. A few French gard- 
eners would be helpful. The smoke 
nuisance must be abated nd boxes 
should be placed everywhere to _ re- 
ceive refuse. The law should prohibit 
dropping of paper and, other litter on 
the streets. We must have a clean city. 

“Our historical buildings should be 
maintained by the city as museums. 
Lhe citizens should continue to petition 
Cengress at every opportunity for deep 
waterway to the gulf. 

“Our Art 
aged and enlarged at every opportunity. 
Buy lots of plaster statuary if you 
cannot afford the marble—most of the 
museums abroad have plaster statuary 
in profusion. 

Would Reclaim Boulevard. 

‘Reclaim Lindell boulevard as a resi- 
dence street and connect it with Locust 
and Pine streets. Straighten out the 
street car routes, make them as direct 
as possible—then the railroad company 
can give the best possible service. A 
new electric bus line out Lindell boule- 
vard to Art Hill and the university 
would not be amiss. Encourage the 
Eads Bridge people to erect a emonu- 
mental entrance to the bridge. 

“Finally, erect a triumphal arch in 
commemoration of the destruction of 
the awful hookworm, which has such 
a strong hold on our citizens. Appoint 
a committee at once to,formulate ways 
and means for a city beautiful.’’

Slight Weakness in Septerm- 
ber Option Is Only Feature 
of a Dull Week. 


The market of the past week has, per- 
haps, been the dullest of the year. The

It is thought in. many circles 
that they merely, intend to supervise 
the delivery of the large shipments to 
Liverpool spot firms of cotton which 
the New York bull clique received on 
New York contracts. The uncertainty 
of their mission, however, seems to have 
caused some nervousness among the 
British shorts if steady buying of the 
September position fs an indication of 
short covering. Evidently the English- 
men do not proposé to be caught in any 
2-cent corners. 
Bill of Lading Controversy. 

There has been considerable agita- 
tion concerning the demanded safe- 
guarding of the interests of the 
European importers by the guaran-' 
teeing of bills of lading by American 
bankers. At @ meeting of European 
bankers, | which terminated Wednes- 
day, 1% was ‘decided to demand of the 
last,American indorser of each bill an 
ads jutd Wuarantee of the validity of 
the lading attached thereto. 


The chances are 10 to 1 that these 
conditions will nevér be complied 
with, for, in the first place, the na- 
tional banking laws forbid national 
banks (many of which are large 
handlers of foreign bills) from guar- 
anteeing any kind of a document, and 
secondly, it is more than probable 
that those banks which are in a post- 
tion to guarantee bills of lading will 
refuse to do so. It may take some 
time to reach a mutyally satisfactory 
agreement and‘in the meantime this 
argument, which of course is the up- 
shot of last season's enormous frauds 
in connection with forged ladings, 
will doubtless be an impediment to 
the early marketing of the crop. 

Dry Geods Trade Improving. 

The dry goods situation has shown 
a remarkable improvement which will 
lend much éncouragement to the cot- 
ton trade. To quote a circular of a 
New York firm: “The Rice-Stix Dry 
Goods Co. of St. Louis, says trade con- 
tinues active on staple lines of cotton.

anything like so satisfactory an. ef- 
fect,,say Mr. Sylvester's friends. 

Many mural painters use landscape 
compositions, usually of fanciful design 
and color, as backgrounds to set off 
symbolic figures. But it remained for 
Sylvester, devoted student, poet and 
painter of the Mississippi, to transpose 
the decorative grandeur.of nature in 
truthful artistic compositions so as: to 
unite with the structural and orna- 
mental forms surrounding them and 
thus complete on “architectural har- 
mony.” 

Incongruity Is Shown. 

A 4ifficulty that has counfounded 
mural painters, in using landscapes for 
wall decorations is thé incongruity of 
combining the free and untrammeled 
compositions of nature with rigid and 
restricted architectural construction. 

Architecture, indeéd, has been con- 
celved as the shutting out of nature, 
as the fencing in of an enclosure and 
shelter for human ‘uee; and the most 
obvious and first & decoration for 
it, therefore, has the frieze, in- 
scription or other ornamental form, re- 
cording and celebrating the achieve- 
ments of man, hia Beroes and his gods. 
In such decoratiai,¢nature could have 


|only a minor, expianatory part. 


But when the project of painting 
the dinfng room of the Noonday Club 
was broached to Sylvester, he saw 
at once how fitting that this meeting 
room for the business men of the great 
Mississippi River city. should be pre- 
sided over by the spirit of the Mis- 
sissippi itself.

The 
scenes are at once realistic and sym- 
bolic. The splendid sycamores in the 
foreground are drawn by one who has: 
lived with them and knows them inti- 
mately. They are individual trees, yet 
eloquent of the race and the country 
they belong to. It is so of the other 
vegetation, and of the massive cliffs 
upon which the foreground of each pic- 
ture is. built... Beyond, In either view, 
the theme grows vast. The river, 
stretching from beneath the cliffs, is 
lost In a distance measured not by feet 
of canyas, but by miles upon miles of 
forest and plain. Detail, everywhere, in 
water, cloud,-dsland or distant prairie, 
reinforces the impression of reality, but 
yet speaks less of local diversity than 
of the immense spirit, the over-awing 
scale of Nature In the West.

for some weeks after she learned that 
her husband had remarried. She went 
to Jersey City to investigate and she 
found the record of the marriage which, 
showed Mr. Stevenson had described 
himself as having been divorced in St. 
Clair County, IL, in 1891. 

Mrs. Stevenson said that she had 
never been notified of any divorce pro- 
ceeding and she made a trip to East 
St. Louis to verify Mr. Stevenson’s 
statement. She found there that the 
Gecree had been granted. 

It is quite significant in this regard 
that en May 6, 1902, long after the 
divorce, Mrs. Stevenson resigned the 
vice-presidency of- the Professional 
Wemen’s League because it had invited 
Mrs. Leslie Carter as its guest of honor 
at a banquet. Mr. Stevenson was thtn 
Playing in Mrs. Carter’s company, an3 
Mrs. Stevenson thought his feeling for 
his star was warmer than it should b2, 
and that in view of that, the league, of 
which she was a vice-president, shou‘d 
not honor Mrs. Carter. 

Had Resented Divorce Suggestion. 

Her dislike for Mrs. Carter dated to 
@ period some two years earlier, when 
Mr. Stevenson had written to Miss 
Cone, his wife's sister, Suggesting a 
divorce, and in that letter he spoke of 
Mrs. Carter in a manner which indi- 


jana it appears Mr. Stevenson applied cn 


his own account,’ charging desertion. 
This decree was granted prior to the 
banquet to Mrs. Carter, which caused 
Mrs, Stevenson’s resignation of her of- 
fice in the league. 
‘That Mrs. Stevenson’s marital trouble 
had an early beginning was shown ina 
suit filed against her in 189 by Aaron 
Lebau and J. C. Braman, private de- 
tectives. They claimed that Mrs Stwu- 
venson had engaged Braman, a youth 
of 19, to watch her handsome husban4. 
Braman hired Lebau to aid him, but 
at the end of two days, they claimed 
Mrs. Stevenson sent Braman $% and 
told him to discontinue his services. 
Braman and Lebau presented a bill for 
a balance of $39, which Mrs. Stevenson 
did not pay, and Lebau went to the 
theater to collect the amount. He han:‘1- 
ed the bi'l, which explained the nature 
of the service which had been ren- 
dered, to Mrs. Stevenson in the pres- 
ence of her husband. He grabbed it, 
and next day sent for Lebau, and when 
the unlucky detective went to Steven- 
son’s dressing room, Stevenson gave 
him a beating and threw him dow- 
stairs. For. this Lebau sued for dam- 
ages. . 
Son’s Death Severe Blow. 
The hardest blow to Mrs. Stevenson, 


in his- room in New York. Her 
daughter had died five years ago and 
Harold wags her only remaining child. 
A few months after the suicide of her 
son her mother died. 

Mrs. Stevenson in her time had 
many financial ups and downs, Though 
her fa rests principally upon her 
rendition of Louise, a part she created, 
it was not her only success. Her first 
fame was achieved in the English 
melodrama, ‘ned Astray.” Other plays 
whiéh she successfully produced were 
“Called Back,” ‘The World Against 
Her’’ and “The Sea of Ice.” She made 
a great deal of money, but in 1896 Rose 
Eytinge had her examined in sup- 
plementary ‘proceedings, in a suit for 
$3200 for breach of contract. She 
had engaged Miss Eytinge to support 
her in “Capt. Swift,” but the two had 
quarreled, and she had dismissed Miss 
Eytinge. At that’ time Mrs, Steven- 
son testified she was without means. 
In 1900 she went through the bank- 
ruptcy court and swore to liabilities 
of $10,000, and to offset it only $100 
worth of clothing. 

Miss Gilson in Hospital. 

Lottie Gilson, who is now in Belle- 
vue Hospital! in a serious condition, 
had a comparatively short reign as a 
queen of vaudeville in the late Nine- 


like that of many show girls, the 
distinction between them she was 
more successful than most. She was 
known as “The Little Magnet,” and 
was proud of the title, and was the 
first vaudeville singer to have her 
audience join with her in the chorus 
of her songs. 

She commanded high salaries, but 
her money did not seem to stay by 
her long. She, too,-went through the 
bankruptcy court. 

She was married three times. Her 
first husband, T. H. Ward, ended a 
long debauch by setting fire to his 
apartment, for which he was con- 
victed of arson and the wife divorced 
him. . Her second -husband was also 
a theatrical man, Lemuel Sloss. In 
1898 he shot himself in the head, 
without inflicting serious injury.

Census Bulletin Shows Total 
Combined Increase to Be 
3,220,807.

By Assoclated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—The sec- 
ond bulletin of the census showing 
the growth of cities was issued to- 
day. Of the 38 cities which in 1900 
had a population of 100,000 and more, 
24 are given and to these are added 
five which have attained the 100,000 | 
“mark during the past decade. The 
aggregate population of these 29 
cities now is 13,596,819, as against 
10,376,012 in 1900, and 7,904,140 in 
1890. The absolute increase between 
1890 and 1900 amounted to 2,471,872, 
between 1900 and 1910 to 3,220,807. 

The percentages of increase for 





this aggregate population show very 


little change in the rate of growth 
during the two decades, being for 
the earlier one 81.3 per cent and for 
the latter 31 per cent. The fact is 
noted that the high rate of increase 
is not confined to any one geograph- 
ical section. 

7 Western Cities Lead. 

Of the seven cities whose rate ex- 
ceeded 40 per cent, two, Newark, N. 
J., and Bridgeport, Conn., are east- 
ern; one, Atlanta, is southern, and 
four, Detroit, Denver, Kansas City 
and Columbus, are western. Of the 
two cities with the lowest rate, one 
is eastern and the other western. 

Remarking upon the facts presented, 
the bulletin says: 

“The rates of increase for Atlanta, 
Detroit, Denver and Kansas City must 
be regarded as phenomenally high, but 
even more extraordinary is the high 
percentage for New York, which ex- 
ceeds the average for 28 cities in the 
group by 11.4 per cent, and is itself 
exceeded only by the rates of seven 
cities. The New York City rate, more- 
over, has been maintained at ‘its pres- 
ent high point for two decades and may, 
therefore, be regarded as a normal rate 
for that city.”’ 

Fast Growth of Smaller Cities. 

Fifty-four cities of between 26,000 and 
100,000 are given, showing an aggregate 
population of 2,723,288, as against 1,901,766 
in 1900, a gain of 43.2 per cent, a rate 
of growth which the Census Bureau 
pronounced ‘‘phenomenally high.”

An exhibition of American paintings 
that challenges comparison with the fa- 
mous annual “‘salons’’ of Paris, or the 
Royal Academy of London, is what the 
City Art Museum is arranging for St. 
Louis, in Forest Park. 

lor several days the entire force at 
the City Art Museum has been engaged 
in unpacking scores of cases’, many 
bearing the shipping marks of London 
and Paris, to which the noted Ameri+ 
can painters, at home and abroad, have 
committed their masterpieces, Neatly 
200 pictures are included in the ex- 
nibition, some of them of large di- 
mensions, with life-size figures, and 
seven galleries of the Forest Park Art 
Palace are strewn with canvases and 
frames, 3 

The intention was to open the gal- 
leries devoted for this especial national 
exhibition Sunday, but it has been found 
impossible to do this, and to the keenly 
expressed regret of Director Ives, Sun- 
day’s visitors will see but a part of this 
collection, although the 2 galleries de- 
voted to the permanent collections and 
@ther loan exhibitions will be open to 
the public as usual, from 10-in the morn- 
ing until 5 p. m. 

Bixby Pictures on View, 

Among the features which will be 
open are the pictures recently pur- 
chased from the City Art Museum 
Fund, which were descr.ved in a spe- 
cial color page*‘in the Post-Dispatch 
last Sunday. The Bixby American Art 
Foundation pictures, to which an i!lus-. 
trated page in the Post-Dispatch was 
devoted recently, are another permanent 
attraction. These two -ccllections are 
hung in galleries 14 and 16 In the east 
wing. 
Among the artists represented in the 
new annual exhibition are such world- 
famous Americans as John Singer Sar- 
gent and James J. Shannon of the Lon- 
don group, Alexander Elarrison, Wal- 
ter MacEwen, F. C, Frieseke, Robert 
MacCameron, Henry O. Tanner, Mary 
Cassatt and others of the Paris-Amer- 
ican Art Association, and most of the 
leading painters who make their homes 
in the United States. Among the lat- 
ter, the former St. Loulsan, William M. 
Chase, is prominent, together with 
Winslow Homer, who is regarded by 
many as the strongest of all American 
painters, and other contributors whose’ 
names are familiar to St Louis art 
lovers are Tryon, Dewing, Metcalf, 
Anschutz, de Camp, Henri, Eaton, 
Lathrop, Dearth, Foster, Redfield, Da- 
vis, Hawthorne, Paxton, Bruce Crane, 
George de Forest Brush, Childe Has- 
sam, Charles Francis Murphy, George 
Luks, Maxfield Parrish, the three wom- 
en academicians, Cecelia Beaux, Lydia 
Field Emmett and Lilian Matilde Genth, 
and the new celebrity, Leon Dabo.

"An advance view of this heralded ex- 
hibition was enjoyed Saturday. Every 
sort of modern painting seems to be 
represented. The wholesome inheritance 
from the old masters is strongly felt 
in a religious composition by Henry OQ. 
Tanner, called ““‘The Return of the Holy 
Women’ and in a large portrait of a 
woman by Thomas Anschutz, more per- 
haps than in any other examples. ‘‘Lady 
in Yellow,’’ by Morton Livingston 
Schamberg of Philadelphia, represents 
the extreme achievement of a clever 
and talented newcomer who doesn’t 
care, so long,as he succeeds in fixing 
the public eye. An ugly achlevement 
of psycological impressionism in paint, 
intense and cynical, a lesson in the 
grewsome possibilities of art, ls a view 
of the Johnson-Jeffries fight at Reno, 
by Gecrge Bellows. The realism is vivid, 


and yet the effect is of a composite 
impression, as if the horrors of a dozen 
carefully selected photographs were 
crowded into one. 

It is a far cry from such art to 
the gentle beauty of a landscape by 
Twachtman; just as far to the idylic 
humanity of a “Mother and Son,” by 
George de Forest Brush; no less a 
distance to the charming visiong of 
American girlhood and womanhood, 
by Robert Reid, Joseph de Camp, 
Howard Gardiner Cushing, Mary 
Cassatt, Cecelia Beaux, or Myrtle 
Jane McLane. 

Marked Change Noticed. 

Though there are some beautiful 
landscapes by Metcalf, Tryon, Dewey, 
Bruce.

TOPEKA, Kan., Sept. 17.—The next 
Legislature will be asked to pass an 
enabling law to permit the cities and 








| 


counties to build abattoirs and another 
law. requiring that all meats sold in 
the counties be killed in these city and 
county slaughter houses. 

It is proposed to provide that in coun- 
ties where there are no large cities 
such counties may vote bonds for the 
erection of county abattoirs. Where 
there are larger cities the county and 
city will be expected jointly to build 
their own slaughtering house and the 
counties may build abattoirs to accom- 
modate the smaller towns. 





As proposed, the county or city win | 
have nothing to do with the actual kill- 
ing and preparing of the meat. There 


will be a county official stationed at 
each abattoir to inspect all meat, both 
while alive and after being killed. No 
diseased animals will be allowed to be 
slaughtered and no meat that shows in- 
fection of any kind after being killed 
will be allowed to be sold. Each plece 
on sale must bear the official inspection

KILLS MILITARY OFFICER 
OUT OF HATRED FOR ARMY 


French Anti-Militarist Himself 
Had Served in the For- 
eign Legion. 

PARIS, Sept. 17.—At Perigueux, a ser- 
geant was shot and killed in the street 
by @ man whom he had never seen 
before, and who, it is alleged, did it 
merely out of hatred for the army, 
although he himself had been a ser- 
geant in the Foreign Legion, and had 

served for several years in Africa. 

After quitting the army he came to 
Paris. He was called to Perigueux for 
a short term in the reserves and had 
only just arrived in town. Before go- 
ing to the barracks he met three ser- 
geants, who had fust come out on leave.

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 17.—For ea dol- 
lar Andrew Coba, 2%, lost his life in 
an attempt te ewim the Cuyahoga Riv- 
er.

Trial Leads to “Callahan’s 
Dump” Where Yeggmen 
Were Given Protection. 


WICHITA, Kan., Sept. 17.—A mail 
order medical specialist started .the 
biggest scandal this city has known 
for years when he asked Postmaster 
Edwards if it was against the law 
to buy stamps at 10 per cent_discount. 
Since the mail order man asked that

ot robbing the postoffice at Milan, Kan., 
and was granted an appeal to the Su- 
preme Court. He gave $5000 cash bond 
in this case. When arrested by the 
postoffice inspectors in tHis stamp sale 
case he gave another $5000 cash. In 
addition, he now has posted $100 and 
$250 in other cases against him on liquor 
selling charges. It was the custom of 
the police to arrest him once in a while. 
Usually he was not convicted. 
Callehan Friend of Thieves. 
Callahan was a good deal of a local 
political power, wielding such influence 
as the keeper of a touzh saloon does in 
cities where saloons are legal. It has 
often been charged, and seldom denied, 
that “Callahan’s dump” was a harbor 
for thieves and crooks from all parts 
of Kansas and Oklahoma. Also that it 
was a clearing house for stolen prop- 
erty. Indecd, Callahan openly boasted 
that he was a protection to the town 
because of his criminal acquaintance. 
He once wrote a letter to oO. C. Emery, 
then chief of police, in which he said: 


Now, the way I have been a pro- 
tection to your city is this: ‘Those 
men (yeggmen) know I live here 
and that I am known to your ablest 
officers, consequently if there are 
any safes ro»’bed in Wichita, John 
gets the blame, and I am telling you 
the truth when I tell you that this 
is the only reason your city has 
been left alone.

Character of the “Dump.” 

“Callahan's Dump” was a dozen 
blocks from the business center of 
town, but only a block from ‘tha 
Sante Fe yards, which formed a handy 
means of escape or unobserved ar- 
rival into the city for his friends. 
The “dump” ifs a one-story, four-room 
cottage along side of which Is a nar- 
row way called “Brick Alley.” This 
name was given it because of the 
frequency with which bricks dropped 
upon the heads of persons who ap- 
proached the “dump.” There were al- 
ways guards near the alley and no 
person ver reached the “dump” un- 
expectedly. 

Not long ago a woman died in the 
“dump” at midnight. The police said 
that she had killed herself. There 
was a bullet hole through her heart 
both her eyes were. -black-

Policemen Quiet Before Callahan. 


After Callahan's arrest on the stamp 
traffic charge, a newspaper sent a pho- 
tographer here to take pictures of the 
“dump.” ‘Local photographers had de- 
clined to undertake the task. Mayor C. 
L. Davids@n had two policemen assigned 
as bodygugrds of the photographer and 
they accompanied him to the “brick 
alley.”” While he was taking a picture, 
Callahan appeared and ordered him 
away: The policemen asked Callahan 
‘not to make trouble,” but when he 
shoved the photographer aside, they 
gave their ward no protection. Nor did 
they offer assistance when the photogra- 
pher suggested that they go to the front 
of the “dump” and secure a picture. 
Callahan met this proposition with the 
threat: 

‘“T’ll kill you if you try it,” and the 
policemen did not even reprove him. 
Nor did they assist the photographer 
when Callahan set his bulldog on him. 
After the photographer’s wounds had 
been ‘dressed; he returned to Mayor 
Davidson’s office. 

Callahan Has Money. 

Mayor Davidson then ordered Act- 

ing Chief Remspear to raid the

turned to the police headquarters and 


reported “everybody gone and noth- 
ing doing.”

The Federal grand jury, which con- 
vened this week, returned indictments 
GS = against Naftzger, Burt and Callahan, 
7 charging conspiracy in receiving and 
disposing of stamps which they knew 
to be stolen, 

H. J. Bone, United States District At- 
torney in charge of the inquiry, is also 
asking the indictment of the 14 
alleged yeggmen, popularly known as 
the “Callahan gang,”’ for the robbery 
since June 1 of postoffices at one or 
another of the following Kansas towns: 
Kanapolis, Woodbine, Dorrance, Para- 
dise, Hope, Ransom, Burdick, Timkin 
and Frederick. The total loot in these 
burglaries approximated $10,000 in stamps 
and thousands of dollars in money. 

The men arrested after Callahan had 
been sweated by the inspectors are: Ed- 
ward Earl, known as “Indian Eddie;’’ 
Roy Templeton, known as “Scotty,” of 
this city; Frank Williams, Smith Wil- 
son and another man at Marysville, 
Kan.; Dan Carney, William Carson and 
one Ryan, at Wymore, Neb. Other ar- 
rests are being made as men wanted 
are found. 

New Police Chief Gets Busy. 

The new Chief of Police is J. H. Mc- 
Pherson, a friend of Congressman Vic- 
tor Murdock. McPherson has been con- 
nected with the Wichita Postoffice and 
local politics for a number of years and 
knows local conditions well. He was 
called upon to take the office without 
notice, after policemen acting under or- 
ders of Acting Chief Remspear had 
failed to raid Callahan’s blind tiger,

The last letters 
were dated in the middle of May. 

The party had met witn many unfor- 
tunate adventures. G. Stalker was lost 
and drowned soon aftec. landing, and 
Mr. Shortridge had to be invalided 
home. The three other members of the 
party were Capt. C. G Rewling, who 
had done important geographical woric 
in Tibet; Dr. Eric Marshall of the 
Shackleton expedition and Dr. A. F. 
Wollaston of the British Museum ex- 
pedition to Ruwenzoril. Mr. Stalker has 
been replaced by Claud Grant, who is 
now on his way to New Guinea, and 
Mr. Shortridge hopes to be able. to re- 
turn to the field of operations after a 
peried of rest. | 

The country of almost impenetrable 
bush proved so difficult, and the cli- 
mate and other physical conditions 80 
severe that after several months In the 
country the explorers have only been 
able to reach the altitude of 2000 feet, 
60 miles inland, although their objective 
is a peak of 17,800 feet in the Snow 
Mountains. 


Natives Not Afraid. 
The expedition landed at the mouth of 


the.Mimika Rha on the south coast of 
Dutch New Guinea late in the evening. 
Hundreds of natives in their canoes 
were to be seen. They did not seem at 
all afraid of the strangers and struggled 
to get on board the steamer. 

A base camp was formed 10 miles up 
the river at a place called Wakatimi, a 
village of 110 huts. Of the natives here 
one of the explorers-writes: “They have 
collected in thousands and at present 
all are friendly and all hideously ugly. 
Dress they don’t boast,much of—except 
a tiny strip of cloth. With the excep- 
tion of one or two of the young girls, 
the ‘women, too, are hideous, but a few 
of the children look quite nice. They 
are not a bit afraid, and stand round 
the camp palisade in hundreds watching 
us at work.” 

The first meeting with the new race 
of mountain dwarfs by Capt. Rawling 
is described as follows: 

“Capt. Rawling was making a short 
trip into the mountains. While proceed- 
ing with his Papuans the leading men 
gave a yell and dashed ahead. There 
were visions of pig, but the quarry turned 
out to be hill men, who, after a long 
chase through the jungle, were caught. 
They were dreadfully frightened, but 
their faces assumed a more or less 
calm expression when their bags and 
spears had been returned to them and 
they were presented with some beads. 


Afraid of Cigarettes, 
“The captain then offered them a 


cigareette, but nothing would induce 
them to smoke it. Doubtless they 
thought it was poisoned. They were 
naked except for a grass helmet, a 
bag, and a tiny strip around the 
waist. They were 4 feet 8 inches 
and 4 feet 6 inches in height respect- 
ively—dwarfs in fact. A few days 
after, when entering the hills, Capt. 
Rawling spotted two more fording 
the river below and a quarter of a 
mile away. 

“The men accompanying the -explor- 
er crouched like cats, and, taking to 
the torrent, gave chase. The river 
made too much noi&se for the hill men 
to hear their pursuers until they were 
cut off. The dwarfs fought vallantly, 
nevertheless, but were at last dragged 
to the shore. They, too, were in great 
terror; everything had been taken 
from them by the Papuans and their 
goods dispersed. 

“Capt. Rawling made his men give 
everything back, much to.their sur- 
prise. Then he noticed that the 
strangers were very short, . though 
excellently built. On being. measured, 
they were found to be 4 feet 2 inches 
and 4 feet 4 inches, so it looks as if 
these people actually belong to a 
tribe of dwarfs similar to those of 
Central Africa, but good-looking and 
well proportioned.” 

Of the Papuans one of the explorers 
writes: “They are a vile lot, for they 
won’t work. The women work like 
slaves, while the men just loaf around 
or lie about waiting for the women to 
find and cook the food. Very few go 
quite naked; all wear a narrow piece 
of beaten bark. The women’s costume 
consists of a small strip. They are 
very friendly—too much so—and at the 
permanent camp a paling had to be put 
up to keep them out. This, however, 
does not work along the river bank, 
for they wade through. - 

“The women are a bold lot. The cine- 
matograph has been at work, and the 
ladies thoroughly enjoyed showing 
themselves off. It is curious how little 
these people fear us; they trust us in 
everyiuing. The one thing they do not 
like is to have the electric torch turned 
on them. The village of Tipue (the 
new camp further up the Mimika) now 
| knows prosperity and sudden wealth. 
The people are better mannered, and 
have rebuilt their village, copying the 
architecture of our storehouses. 

“It is difficult to make out whether 
these people are cannibals or - not. 
Heads of the enemy slain jin battle are 
kept strung from the ceilings of thelr 
houses, but it is impossible to say 
whether the bodies have been de-

IN WORLD WITH 2,185,283 


Increase in. Last Decade is 28.7 
Per Cent Compared With 
New York City’s 38.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—The popu- 
lation of Chicago !s 2,185,283, an increase 
of 486,708, or 28.7 per cent as compared 
with 1,698,575 in 1900. 

This announcement leaves Chicago 
ranking in population as the second city 
of the United States and the fourth in 
the world. : 

Chicago has almost doubled its popu- 
lation since 1890, when the figures were 
1,009,850. Its greatest growth during that 
period was between 1890 and 1900, when 
there was an increase of 644. its in- 
crease in population during the last 
decade was not so great, proportionate- 
ly, as that of New York, the rate of 
increase being 10 
scored by New York City. New York 
is yet ahead of its closest rival by 2,581,- 
550.

I could see the trains meeting 
and hear the awful sounds. It f* 
came soon enough and it was off 
to the scene of the smash-up 
where.the wailing of the injured 
ones and the efforts to relieve 
their sufferings served as a di- 
verting influence and helped to 
restore me to my normal condi- 
tion. 

These are a few of the varied 
emotions through which I passed 
in 10 shert minutes, but which to 
me was a lifetime of misery.

a charity asylum in Pittsburg, ac- 
cording to Dr. Douglas Snyder of 
Chicago, whe was tn char of the 
exhibit. . The glass. cases, in which 
the little ones were kept, were sup- 
posed to be kept at.an even tempera- 
ture by electric. heaters. Current, for 
these heaters was supplied by the 
wires which served all concessions 
on the fair grounds. 

Wednesday might at 12:30 the cur- 
rent was turned off when the grounds 
closed, as was the custom. Thurs- 
day night at the same time it was 
turned off. Friday, two of the babies 
died and the third was desperately 
ill. The proprietor of the “baby 
show” made such énergetic protest to 
the fair management that the current 
was fed into the heater all night 
Friday, but today the third baby 
died, and Col. Scott Bullitt, county 
attorney, ordered an investigation.

“After that I remember being In New

I recollect being in 
Baltimore, and I think I made a living 
doing odd jobs. 

Job Cutting Down Trees. 

“Then I found myself traveling up the 
Potomac River. Some time, I think, I 
crossed Harper’s Ferry. I arrived at 
Lewiston, W, Va., up in the moun- 
tains, and got a job cutting down trees 
in a logging camp. I got $7 a week for 
this. 

“I knew all the time that I ought to 
write home, but it seemed my will was 
paralyzed. In May I gathered resolu- 
tion enough to write to my twin brother, 
who was stationed in Wyoming, who 
saryys the letter was so rambling that he 
could not understand it, and he was so 
pugzzied that he would not write home 
about me. But he wrote me a letter urg- 
ing me to return to St. Louis. 

“Two weeks ago I felt so much bet- 
ter that I was able to start for home.” 

Under the care of his parents, Stev- 
ens’ health has improved until he says 
he feels able to work again, but he has 
made no plans, he says, for the future.

TAFT'S DEPARTMENT CHIEFS 
RECEIVE COPY OF PIE LETTER 


Equal Slices for Insurgent and 
Regular, President’s New 
Attitude. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—That 
President Taft meant he was yeady 
to make a clean backdown and slice 
the patronage pie cut for cut with 
regular and insurgent members of his

Youth Severely Wounds 
Brother-in-Law in Fight at 
Latter’s Home. 


CHILDREN WITNESSES

George Grosshaus, 17 years old, shot 
and dangerously wounded Joseph Rez-

“If you would come home-and give 
me money for food, instead ef.spending 
it in that corner saloon, there would 
be no trouble about dinner.” 

Jrosshaus says Rezabek then struck 
his wife and when he interfered to pro- 
tect his sister, Rezabek hit him twiee. 

“I then ran into the house,” said 
Grosshaus. “We had all been in the 
yard. I got my brother-in-law's re- 
volver from a bureau drawer. I went 

ack into the yard, holding the re- 
volver in my hand. My brother-in- 
law started at me like he was going 
to hit me again. I fired once and 
when he kept on coming I fired 
again. 

“He then grappled with me and ye 
fell against a fence. It broke down 
and my brother-in-law fell into the 
alley. I threw the gun into the yard 
and waited for the police to come.” 

Children See Shooting. 

Rezabek’s two children, Joe, 6 
years old, and Frank, 3, were in the 
yard’ when he wag shot. 

News of the shooting reached the 
Soulard Street Station over the tele- 
phone. Capt. McNamee had his 
buggy in front of the station and 
leaped into it, as Sergt. Gerk and Po- 
liceman Dieckmeyer pressed into ser- 
vice a passing automobile, They 
raced to the Rezabek home, the ser- 
geant and the policeman reaching 
there first. They foun@g Grosshaus 
sitting in the house waiting to be 
arrested. 

Mrs. Rezabek left home !mmediately 
after the shooting and had not re- 
turned at a late hour,

PLEADS SELF-DEFENSE 

Death Statement Is Graphic 

Account of Encounter With 
Man on Horseback. 








Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DONIPHAN, Mo., Sept. 17.—Thomas 
N, Kennon, a farmer, shot and killed 
himself this morning just as his trial 
for the alleged murder of F. M. 
Hughes, another farmer, and his 
former friend and neighbor, was near- 
ing its end. He left a note giving a 
graphic description of his encounter 
with Hughes, the latter on horse- 
back, when the killing occurred, 
claiming he shot Hughes in self-de- 
fense. 

This double tragedy had its begin- 
ning last March in a quarrel] between 
Kennon and Noble Hughes, a son of 
¥F. M. Hughes, who married a daughter 
of Kennon. The trouble spread to 
other members of the families, with 
the usual rumors of threats. Kennon 
said he killed the elder Hughes in 
self-defense. 

Kennon’s trial began last Monday. 
He went to court this morning, and 
then suddenly returned to his board- 
ing house, sat on the edge of his 
bed and shot himself in the head. 
Mrs. Cash Leonard saw the shooting 
through an open door. In the hand of 
the dead man was found a note, which 
read: “Swearing lies has ruined me. 
Good-bye to all my friends.” 

Expected a Hung Jury. 

Only circumstantial testimony had 
been introduced at the trial. The 
State had closeq its case, and the 
testimony for the defense was nearly 
all in except the defendant's state- 
ment. The attorneys for the defense 
say the worst they had expected was 
a hung jury, and that last night they 
gave this assurance to Kennon. He 
seemed in good spirits, but at the end 
is suposed to have lost heart and de- 
cided to end the trial with his own 
death. In his coat pocket was found 
this statement regarding the killing 
of his former friend: 

In regard to the killing of F. 

M. Hughes, will say that I went 

down to my son’s to sharpen 

some hoes on April 29, 1810, soon 
. that morning, and as I went 
home saw no one but. Mrs. Pick- 
ett and talked a minute or two 

and went on home, and when I 

got within an 150 or 200 yards 

of my place I met F. M. Hughes, 
spoke to him, he did not speak to 
me. 


“J Told Him to Stop 
When I passed him a steps 


I spoke to him about the grass 
board to my mower and told him 
if he pleased get it and put it 
where [I could find it and he 
wheeled his horse in road and 
said, “You damned long neck dog 
you,.I will grass board you” and 
came at me in a rush. 

I told him to stop. He came on 
and I ran west, him after me. I 
saw he would run over me. I 
shot back at him but did not 
check him. I ran on west, him 
nearly on me. I dodged to left 
side of the road. He passed me a 
few feet. I turned to go east. 
As his horse was turning I fired 
two shots back as I ran east. 
He fell off head to west. 


“Papa, I Hate That.” 
It seemed to scare the horse 


' when he fell off. Horse went on 
down. the road east. I looked 
*back when I got to corner of 
fence and the horse was picking. 
I went to house, met Ida and 
wife. Forgot what I said to 
them. Wife came back to house. 
I was afraid of Nobel, got shot- 
gun and started to son's. Met 
him on east side of farm near 
O14 House, told him to go and tell 
Pickett and the rest of the neigh- 
bors to come up there. He was 
coming after some turpentine. 
He said, “Papa, I: hate that 
awful bad,” and went back in a 
hurry. I went back to the house, 
told my wife I would step off un- 
til somebody. came in fdr fear 
Nobel would come to the house 
and try to kill me and I did not 
want ho more trouble, but just 
before I left I telephoned to town 
for the officers to come _

Those to Whom Chanler 
Owes Motiey Take an In- 
terest in the Case.

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Sept. 17— 
The first step to be taken to 
Straighten out Robert W. Chanler’s 
complicated financial affairs, his at- 
torney, Edward E. Perkins, says, will 
be proceedings by his creditors to 
whom he owes between $25,000 and 
$35,006 to set aside the power of at- 
torney he gave to Mme.

FATHER’S DEATH, 
NOT A SHORTAGE 


CAUSED SUIGGE 





L. A.. Woodward, Custodian 
of Firemen’s Fund, Drank 
After Bereavement. 


WARNEDHALF-BROTHER 





Told Him He Would Be 
Buried With Parents With- 
"in a Few Days. 


City Tréasurer Quick told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter last night that L. A. 
Woodward, an employe in his office, who 
shot and killed himself at Destoge, Mo., 
was not short in his aceounts and that 
investigation shows that the Firemen’s 
Pension Fund is intact. 

There was some uneasiness for a time 
vesterday because Woodward has been 
custodian of the fund and the only sug- 





gested reason for his suicide was that 


there may have been a discrepancy in 
his accounts. 

A staff correspondent of the. Post- 
Dispatch at Desloge last night obtained 
from Mrs. Woodward a statement indi- 
cating that illness, grief over the death 
of his father and inability to stop drink- 
ing were Woodward's motives for self- 
destruction. She said that her husband 
had used intoxicants for elght or nine 
years, but that he had been drinking 
most heavily since last spring, when his 
father died. 

According to Lovey Woodward, a half- 
brother, Woodward and he visited the 
father’s grave at Desloge last Monday. 

“TI want to be buried beside my 
father,” said Woodward, “and I'll be 
there, too, before next Sunday.” 

Woodward was 4/ years old and lived 
at 2819 North Twelfth street. 

J. M. Spoor, Woodward's brother- 
in-law, at whose home he killed him- 
self, says that from the-time of his 
arrival at Desloge, last Monday, 
Woodward spent most of his time 
riding from saloon to saloon in a 
buggy. 

Constable Sam Doss found a large 
bunch of keys on Woodward's body. 
Members of the family say Wood- 
ward declared these were keys of 
the City Treasurer’s office in St. 
Louis, where he

“The only money that passed through 
Woodward's hands for the Firemen’s 
Fund was what came as contributions, 
averaging $75 a month,’’ City Treasurer 
Quick said. ‘‘This comes in gifts from 
persons: who desire to show apprecia- 
tion of good work by firemen, or who 
have received some service from the 
department, chiefly in the matter of 
pumping out cisterns. 

“This. fund amounted to about $75 for 
the last month, but it has been checked 
up since Woodward left and is all there. 
The rest of the money he handled was 
in warrants and checks, which he could 
not, in any way I can see, have turned 
to his own benefit. 

‘Aside from the fund, he had a fund 
of $1000 a month at his disposal for con- 
venience in daily business. That is all 
that anv one of the clerks handles in 
cash, except the: paymaster.

AEROPLANES 
FRANCE FROM FOE 
IN MIMIC BATTLE 


Birdmen Report Movements 
of Invaders During Troops’ 
Maneuvers. 


IS 





LATHAM PRAISED 
With Uncovered Head, Presi- 
dent Fallieres Extends His 
Congratulations.

PARIS, Sept. 17.—France has been 
saved from the invading foe by her 
war eagles, the aeroplanes. They have 
successfully spied out the enemy's 
movements and have brought back to 
the French commanders the information 
that has won the day for the defend- 
ing troops. 

Such at least is the popular vercict 
of the annual maneuvers, although the 
official judgment of the arbiters as to 
the result of the conflict has not been 
made public‘as yet. 

Down in Picardy this week 2,000 men, 
representing all branches of the French 
military service, engaged in a mimic 
warfare on a very large scale. Tne 
operations of the various troops were 
based on the theory that while France 
is being attacked by an invading foe, 
presumably Germany, trom the direc- 
tion of Flanders, another allied force 
has been seeking to march on Paris by 
the way of Rouen. In Picardy the 
French soldiers have gathered to repe! 
the invading forces. 

Gen. Picard, former Secretary of War, 
is outspoken in his tribute to the effec- 
tiveness of the new engines of war. 
which as already cabled to the Post- 
Dispatch, have been added. to the 
French army as the fourth branch of 
the service. 

Aerial Seouts Praised, 

‘Information which has been brought 
to: me by aerial scouts,’’ Gen. Picard 
told President Fallieres, “has twice re- 
sulted in my completely changing the 
order of battle. These men have been 
able to locate the enemy with a pre- 
cision that is remarkable. They have 
informed me of the number and char- 
acter of the troops opposed to me.” 

Never has there been more pictur- 
esque mimic warfare than that in 
Picardy this year. Captains, colonels, 
even generals who heretofore were 
able to foreshadow the repulse or the 
attack of the enemy, have been com- 
pletely overshadowed by the birdmen 
of humble rank. 

Latham, wearing the plain uniform of 
a private soared in his Antoinette car 
over the troops. He went down along 
the line of soldiers and then returned 
to earth amid the cheers of the army. 
He was able to make a detailed report 
to his general in person. He also made 
complete reports to Gen. Brun, the Min- 
ister of War and to the Chief of the 
Jeneral Staff. 

The humble private was conducted to 
where President Fallicres was stand- 
ing. It was a strange sight to see this 
private soldier standing at attention be- 
fore the President of the republic, who 
in turn, and with bared head, congrat- 
ulated the aeronaut.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Sept. 17.—George 
lL. Patterson, vice-president of the 
National Bank of Lawrence County 
instituted 
suit in Los Angeles, Cal, against 
Mrs. Catherine Tingley, high priestess 
of the Theosophic Society at Point 
Loma, Cal., seeking to recover the 
$300,000 estate left by his mother and 
an accounting for $700,000 which he 
alleges disappeared after his mother 
became associated with the cult. 

With a million dollars in her own 
right Mrs. Patterson went to Los An- 
geles. There she became acquainted 
with members of the Theosophic So- 
clety. 

Relatives and friends were shocked 
about 1§ months ago when they 
learned that the white-haired woman 
of 68 years was to marry Clark 
Thurston, formerly of New York and 
Philadelphia, head of the Theosophic 
Society. Mrs. Thurston settleq $200 a 
month on her new husband. Her 
family at New Castle became thor- 
oughly estranged. The latter part of 
July, George L. Patterson received a 
telegram stating that his mother had 
dié@ at the home of Katherine Ting- 
ley in Newburyport, Mass. 

Will Spend Dollar for Dollar. 

No member of the family had any 
tidings that Mrs. Thurston was ill. 
George lL. Patterson hastened East, 
but all arrangements had been made 
for the funeral and as soon as he ar- 
rived at Newburyport the body was 
cremated. Mystery surrounds the 
cause of her death. 

When the will] was opened it was 
found that $150,000 had been willed 
to Mrs. Tingley. George L Patterson 
gays he found at Los Angeles that 
there remained of the estate only 
$160,000 over the amount willed to 
Mrs. Tingley. 

William Patterson, the founder of 
the estate, was twice married. The 
woman who has just died was his 
second wife. 

Rufus C. Patterson, a son of the 
first wife, is the wealthiest member 
of the family, being worth $10,000,000.

LINCOLN AND TAFT 
IN SELF-DEFENSE 


Their Criticism of Supreme 
Court Cited as Precedent 
for His Own.

Colonel Places His Own 
Name in Quotation in Place 
of Lincoln’s. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 17.—Col. 
Roosevelt was today in the hands of 
the “Old Guard,” members of which 
acted as his hosts throughout the 
afternoon and evening. The former 
President took the occasion to make 
some vigorous remarks regarding 
bosses during the course of his 
speech at the State Fair grounds. 
Then he sat down to dinner at Lieut.- 
Gov. White’s house with Timothy 
Woodruff, Francis Hendricks, Frank 
Hiscock and other opponents of new 
nationalism. 

An evening newspaper here prints 
a story that only tentative invita- 
tions were issued to this dinner and 
that all guests agreed in advance to 
forget they were invited should Col. 
Roosevelt have any objections to the 
list, 

The greeting between Mr. Wood- 
ruff and Col. Roosevelt was one of 
the most interesting exhibits of the 
day. Woodruff was on the speakers’ 
stand at the Fair Grounds when Col. 
Roosevelt was escorted to the stand 
by a troop of cavalry and a company 
of infantry. 

Touches Fingers With Woodraff. 

Woodruff looked worried. For a 
few moments the Colonel did not see 
the Brooklyn boss. Then their eyes 
met. Their right arms slowly came 
to the horizontal and their fingers 
touched. ? 

“How do do?’ said Woodrvf?.. 

“do do?” said Roosevelt. 

Then turning away, Col. Roosevelt 
proclaimed that he thought it would 
be a good thing if every one except- 
ing the newspaper men left the stand 
and Mr. Woodruff joined in the re- 
tréat. 

There were 650,090 persons at the 
Fair Grounds in sight of Col. Roose- 
velt and 15,000 within sound of his 
voice, which is continually gaining 
in strength. Today he made his first 
extended reference to President Taft. 
The warmth of his approval of Mr. 
Taft’s course as President did not en- 
thuse the crowd. There did not 
seem to be two hands In the audience 
ready to add emphasis. The silence 
was the more marked as loud and 
continuous applause greeted Col. 
Roosevelt's repeated references to 
the parallel lines of thought he has 
discovered between Abraham Lincoln 
and Theodore Roosevelt. 

The address was a defense of his 
new nationalism, as was specifically 
indicated in the title, “The New Na- 
tionalism and the Old Morality.” 

Defends Attack on Supreme Court. 

The speaker followed with a justifica- 
tion of his attacks on the Supreme Court 
of the United States. He chose two ar 
guments—one that in his criticism he 
had merely echoed the minority opin- 
ions of the court itself; the other that 
he had fillustrious precedent—namely, 
the example of Abraham Lincoln, who, 
he ssaid, had been far more outspoken 
than he himself hadi ever been, and the 
example of President Taft, from whose 
utterances 15 years ago in favor of pub- 
lic criticism of the courts he quoted: 

* Lincoln on Dred Scott Case. 

“Fifty-three years ago,” he con- 
tinued, “Abraham Lincoln was as- 
sailed for his repeated ‘criticism of 
the Supreme Court in the Dre Scott 
case. As regards this decision, he 
announced, not once, but again and 
again, that he held it to be not mere- 
ly the right but the duty of oiti- 
zens, who felt that judicigl decisions 
were erroneous and damaging, loy- 
ally to abide by the decisions as long 
as they stood, but to try hard to se- 
cure their reversal; his language on 
one ocasion being as follows: 

“*"We do not propose to disturb the 
rights of property thus ‘settled. We 
propose so resisting the decision as to 
have it reversed if we can, and a new 
judicial rule established upon the sub- 
ject.’ 

Lincoln Often Repeated Criticism. 

“He repeated this statement in 
slightly differing language tn speech 
after speech. Moreover, he used very 
strong language about the decision, 
far stronger than I dream of using 
or than it would be proper to use 
about the decisions with which I 
now deal. But his view as to his 
right and duty to call attention to'en 
erroneous decision which vitally af- 
fected the rights of the people was, 
I think, entirely sound. At any rate, 
if I have erred in commenting as I 
have commented upon the. decisions 
in question, I err in company with 
Abraham Lincoln. 

“Nor do I have to go only to the 
statement of the past for precedents. 
The President of the United States, 
Mr. Taft, has served his country 
honorably and uprightly in many pos- 
itions—as judge, as governor of the 
Philippines, as secretary of war and 
now as President. 

“Bpeaking as a United States cirouit 
judge % years ago, he said: 

“"The opportunity freely and pub- 
licly te criticize judicial action is of 
vastly more importance to the body po- 
jitie than the tmmuaity of courts and 
judges from unjust aspersions and at- 
tack. Nothing tends more to render 
judges careful in their decisions and 
anxiously to do exact justice than the 
consciousness that every act of theirs 
is to be submitted to the intelligent 
scrutiny and candid criticism of their 
fellow men. In the case of judges hav- 
ing a life tenure, indeed, thelr very ir- 
dependence makes the right freely to 
comment on their decisions of greatgr 
importance, because it Is the only prac-

n Seems to Have Points 


Necessary for Champion of Ring

NEW YORK, Sept. 17. 

HE interest of the whole country 
was aroused last summer over the 
meeting of the best known con- 
testants for prize ring honors. So much 
so that discussions were heard on all 
sides, and peateable, conservative peo- 


ple, who had scorned fistic matters, 


were worked up to the fever heat of 
feeling, while much hard-earned money 
of law-abiding citizens changed hands, 
It was thought at the time, on account 
of the great reputation of Je?ries and 
Johnson, that this interest, which cul- 
minated on July 4, would wane and dle, 
as do many of our American fads, 
launched on the top wave by our pro- 
verbial national enthusiasm, and soon 
be a thing of the past. But this in- 
terest was not only temporary, and they 
are now clamoring for a worthy op- 
ponent for the winner of that memor- 
able event. 

The various experts have come 
and admitted that Johnson is the 
prize fighter in the ring today; but 
there are many who say that there are 
two stars rising above the pugilistic 
horizon that may possibly eclipse the 
dark one and put him into oblivion— 
metaphorically, literally and historical- 
ly. They are Kaufman and Langford, 
and each has a large constituency. It 
looks, however, as though Langford 
were too small for championship hon- 
ors. As the oarsmen say—and it hotds 
good for pugilism as well as for rowing 
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The first cardinal point is years. As 
Johnson had the better of it in this 
respect over Jeffries, so has Kaufman 
over Johnson, but more. so. ‘Youth will 
prevail,’ something many of us forget. 
Kaufman’s star is rising. Johnson's 
will, before long, begin to decline. 

Again, this youngster of 24 has John- 
son beaten in height and in weight, but 
this was also true of Jeffries. 


) Neck Tells the Tale. 
The same difference in neck measure- 


ment obtains as with Johnson and Jef- 
fries, the advantage going to the negro 
by a quarter of an inch.

But 
let it be remembered that in very few 
plays, was there any of that. Only 
in the plays directed upon the center 
of the line did pushing and pulling 
occur. In all plays outside of tackle 
and in cross,backs inside of tackle the 
runner would usually follow his inter- 
ferers and in most cases very little 
ground would be gained by pushing and 

| pulling. It was moreover a dangerous 
undertaking, and it was fortunately

Allowing the 
forward pass to be made over any part 
of the line of scrimmage and the ad- 
ditional protection of the receiver of 
the forward pass is another rule that 
will bring about trick plays.

The penalty against the modern 
forward pass is not so severe, in 
that there is no distance lost through 
an incompleted attempt, as under the 
old rule. Of course -there is still 
a hazard; but it seems well worth the 
chance when the penalty for failure 
is only an added “down” on any play 
previous to the third down. 

Note Diagram No. 2 in which I 
have assumed the various phases of 
the modern forward pass in its pos- 
sible executions. In this you will 
observe the wide territory*into which 
the passer may drop the ball, being 
limited, of course, in distance by the 
onside line. The five variations of 
the forward pass shown here are pos- 
sible from one formation, asSuming, 
of course, that the passer has intul- 
tion and mechanical skill sufficient 
to place the ball within reach of one 
free man of the five possible receiv- 
ers. 

From this the dilemma of the de- 
fensive team in protecting such a 
wide territory against a skilled pass- 
er is easily understood.

But Connie is an old fox and 
there are those who think he’s talking 
for the purpose of leading the Cubs to 
look forward to right-handers and will 
come strong with Eddie Plank and pos- 
sibly Harry KrauSe, the young Califor- 
nian, who has recently shown a return 
to the form that made him the pitching 
sensation of the early season of 1909. 

Manager Chance and his followers do 
not by any means concede that the 
Athletics have a superior pitching staff. 
While the hitting and fielding of the 
Cubs have been potent factors in keep- 
ing them on top in the championship 
race, Chance declares, the pitching of 
Cole; Brown, Reulbach, Overall and 
Pfeister should not be overlooked. 

King Cole a Factor.

it is natural to expect that King 
Cole will be a factor in the world’s 
series. At the same time it is not con- 
sedered likely that Chance will rely on 
Cole. It will be either Three-Fingered 
Brown or Ed Reulbach. They have 
had the experience in playing in world’s 
series games and are noted for coolness 
and nerve in the pinches.

He bases this opinion on the result of 
the game last fall between the Athlet- 
ics and the Cubs’ played at Chicago 
after last season. Evers.and Chance 
were the only regulars out of the club’s 
line-up and the Athletics won by 3 runs 
to 2. 
“That game gave me a pretty good 
line,” says Mack, “on Bender when 
facing the Cubs. If he is right they 
will not do anything with him and he 
will work in at least two and possibly 
more of the games. He will have to be 
at his best, of course, but the Chief 
usually is at critical times, and we 
hope to be in such a position by Octo- 
ber as to give him plenty of rest and 
have him fit and ready for the big 
series.”’ 

Cy Morgan's disposition to form part- 
nership with *’Glen Curtiss does not 
seem to bother Mack. He says, ‘‘Mor.- 
gan is apt to give a base on balls at 
any time, but that does not amount to 
anything if he will just continue pitch- 
ing at top speed.

With. nearly thirty entries already ac- 
tually made for the sixth Vanderbilt 
Cup race Oct. 1 and their entrance fees 
fully paid, there is no gett'ng away from 


the assertion that this year’s contest 


will be a truly great race—if not the 
greatest of cup races. In all probability 
there will be fully twice as many con- 
testants to face the starter as in any 
of the five previous thri.lers. 


Racing teams have begtn to arrive-at 
their camps on the cours. and the lat- 
ter is being put into the pink of condi- 
tion for practice trials and for the cup 
race itself.

: editor and formerly Jefferson City cor- 


respondent of the Post-Dispatch, the 
stage name of McCall being thought as 
close as Playwright Thomas cared te go 


ter’s original in real life. 

This enterprising young McCall, 
Played by Mr. Lincoln Plumer, who 
has also appeared in Mr. Thomas’ 
earlier plays, “Alabama,” “In Miz- 
soora,” and “Arizona,” is the comedy 
hero of “The Member From Ozark.” 
Tt is he who discovers and discloses 
the ‘graft’ in the Poultney bill, 
around the fortunes of which the 
Play’s story revolves, and it is 
through his clever and fearless news- 
paper work that the lobbyists are de- 
feated and Poultney, “the member 
from Ozark,” rescued from the trap 
into which he had fallen. McCall is 
frequently referred to in the play’s 
lines as the political reporter of the 
Post-Dispatch and, in his scene with 
Carmody, the chief lobbyist, this fact 
is especially emphasized. 

Why “Mac” Suapects Graft. 

In a conversation with Gov. Bar- 
ton’s secretary McCall learns that 
State Senator Barton, who is work- 
ing against Gov. Holt’s election to 
the Wnited States Senate, had re- 
cently won $2000 in a poker game 
with Carmody. 

‘The Senator had four aces; Car- 
mody didn’t have anything,” muses 
McCall. “Now, why should Carmody 
give Barton $2000? And it’s Car- 
mody who says that Gov.’ Holt can’t 
be elected to the United States Sen- 
ate, even if he ig the choice of the 
people and the Legislature is_ in- 
structed for him.” — * 

So, later, when McCall meets Car- 

mody himself, he promptly comments 
upon’ Barton’s luck at. poker, and 
wonders why he should be so lucky. 
“Well,” said Carmody, “why don’t 
you ask him?’ F ; 
To which Mac replies, *T intend 
to,” whereupon Carmody asks him, 
significantly, if he carries an acci- 
dent policy. 

“Sure,” replies. “Mac, 
not all I carry.” 
“Well,” it’s all you'll have a chance 
to use,” says Carmody. 

“Then,” retorts: Mac, “I’ll ask him 
all right through the ,Fest- -Dispatch 
editorially.” 

In another crisis of the play’s story 
it is Mac’s. sudden production of a 
photograph, sent to him from the Post- 
Dispatch office, which exposes the 
lobbyist’s daughter and unmasks both 
‘her and her father. 

The arrival in Jefferson City of the 
Post-Dispatch during the night session 
of the Legislature, while balloting for 
United States Senator, brings about the 
big climax of the play. A marked copy 
of the paper is shown to State Senator 
Barton. It centains the story of how 
Barton had attempted to “pull a gun’’ 
on the Gevernor for intimating that 
there was crookedness in the Poultney 
bill, and this precipitates the attempted 
assassination of Gov. Holt as he passes 
through the Senate chamber. 

Mac learns that Stella Carmody is 
lobbying for the railroad “‘graft’’ bilk 
and while he hesitates te incriminate a 
woman, he sees his duty too plainly to 
be able to ignore it. “It ain’t my busi- 
ness to fight women,’ he says, “but I'm 
here to get the news for the Post-Dis- 
patch, and I’ve got to have it—I’ve got 
te have it right.’’ 

There is much comedy fn the role, and 
at all. times Mac is the embodiment of 
the real newspaper man who is always 
‘fon the job."" In very nearly the las¢ 
line of the play Mac says to Gov. Holt: 

“Say, Governor, would you mind 

holding that important plece of news 
over for a little while? Say till to- 
morrow morning, because, you know, 
the Post-Dispatch is an afternoon 
paper.” 
And the Governor agrees to this, 
in order that Mac shall have the 
news exclusively for the Post-Dis- 
patch. 

At every moment of the play Mac 
is working for “his paper,” first, last 
and all the time. As portrayed in the 
person of Mr. Plumer, who plays the 
role, he is a fat, humor-loving and 
indomitable newsgatherer, not of the 
“notebook and pencil” kind, but the 
real thing, as Playwright Thomas, 
himself a former newspaper man, point- 
ed out in his opening-night speéch.

GOVERNOR'S CHAIR 


Hooper, Tennessee Fusion 
Candidate, Talked Into Race 
by Country Editor. 


ELECTION SEEMS SURE 


People of Volunteer State to 
Clean House by Making 
Him Executive. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 17.—The 
nomination and election of a Republican 
governor of a Southern state largely by 
Democratic votes is unique. 

Practically without opposition Ben W. 
Hooper of Newport will be elected 6n 
Nov. 8 by what promises to be an over- 
whelming majority. 

And it is a striking cotncidence that 
the news will be printed just two years 
after the brilllant Carmack was assassi- 
nated by Robin Cooper and his father, 
Duncan B. Cooper, political advisers 
of Gov. Malcolm R. Patterson, whose 
political fortunes have been the storm 
center around which raged as fierce a 
political fight as ever was waged in a 
Southern state. 

The downfall of Patterson and the 
overthrow of Pattersonism will mean a 
new era in the political life of. Ten- 
‘nessee, The people here are also house- 
cleaning. 

Tragedy and romance have gone hand 
in hand in this political drama which 
will place in the Governor’s chair Capt. 
Hooper, a man who was picked up a 
deserted orphan in the streets of Knox- 
ville less than forty years ago, 
who was not known to more than fifty 
delegates to the large and. enthusiastic 
Republican convention 24 hours before 
his nomination. 

The chief character in the drama is 
Malcolm R. Patterson, brilliant, daring, 
tenacious and defiant unt!l a sicken- 
ing fear showed him his future. 

The assemblage of the Republican del- 
egates in Nashville on Aug. 18 focused 
the interest of the State. 
Republicans Recognized Opportunity. 

It was the psychological moment for 
the Republicans and they knew it. They 
bad helped the independent Democrats 
to organize and control the last Legis- 
lature. They had made possible’ the 
election of the independent judicial tick- 
et and they had been indirectly re- 
sponsible for the overthrow of Patter- 
son and his corrupt but powerful ma- 
chihe. They knew that the better ele- 
ment of both parties—the element that 
desires to see the State cleaned up and 
relieved of corrupt politiclans—looked to 
them to select an acceptable candidate. 

On the day before the convention the 
possibilities had dwindled. 

G. N. Tillman had been eliminated. 
Though a man of wealth and ability, 
he is not young and not aggressive. 
Newell Sanders had fought well but 
he was born out of the State. H. Clay 
Evans had fought too long and too 
strenuously against Democracy for the 
Democrats to forgive him. MacHen- 
derson was equally acceptable to 
the allies. John W. Overall, United 
States marshal, with a barrel of $50,000 
for the campaign, and Robert's. Sharpe, 
for several years internal revenue of- 
ficer stationed at Nashville and re- 
cently appointed inspector at Washing- 
ton, fell out at midnight when they 
threw their strength to the “dark 
horse’ Hooper, and only “Alf” Taylor 
remained against him. 

How Hooper Was Boomed. 

Two days before the convention B. L. 
Sousong, editor of a country newspaper, 
the Newport Pisin Talk, arrived in 
Nashville, accompanied by a quiet look- 
ing and rather insignificant appearing 
friend whom he introduced as Mr. Hoop- 
er of Newport. 

Mr. Hooper had little to say, but Mr. 
Susong was busy early and late. He 
came armed with a supply of pictures of 
Hooper and well-written sketches. He 
visited the newspaper offices and preé- 
sented pictures of Hooper assuring them 
that he was on the inside and that 
Hooper was going to be the nominee. 

He wired every paper in reach of 
Nashville ‘Hooper will be the nominee. 
Do you want picture and sketch?’ and 
he was busy all day and all night tell- 
ing people who Hooper was and why he 
ought to be the nominee. 

On the afternoon before the convention 
the delegates, as well as the leaders, 
began to sit up and take notice. Susong 
showed them that every mother’s son 
of the “possibilities” hada ‘‘record.”’ 
Hooper had no record. Each of the 
others had identified himself with ore 
faction of the Republican party. 
Hooper had let politics pretty much 
alone. and had fought neither faction. 
Each of the others had made enemies 
in previous political battles. Hooper had 
no enemies. Everyone who knew him 
liked him und those. who didn’t, would 
as soon as the had a chance. 


Sponsor Merely Asked Chance. 
Up to.midnight the steering com- 


mittee had been umable to center 
upon a man who was entirely satis- 
factory to the Brownlow and the 
Evans factions of the Republican 
party and to important Democrats. 
It was beginning to look more and 
more like Hooper. He was clean, 
straight, square; had been a success- 
ful lawyer and judge; and had other 
qualifications that Mr. Susong held 
up to them persistently. Finally the 
“Independents” declared themselves 
satisfied with him, |

The constitutional amendment, 
which is to provide definite financial 
support for the university, is being 
supported by the lavor untons. Steam 
Engineers’ Union, Local No. 2, adopt- 
ed a resolution at their last meet- 
ing indorsing the amendment.

MOOTH, shiny eggs are usu- 
S ually _ bad. Rough-shelled 
’ eggs are fresh 

Good cider vinegar will give off 
an odor of apples when heated 
over a slow fire, and will leave 
a reddish-brown residue in a pan 
when evaporated. 

When a sardine dressing attacks 
the metal of a can, the contents 
are invariably bad. 

Good lemon extract will turn 
milky and oil will immediately 
form on top when it is mixed with 
equal parts of water. 

Pure ground coffee will .not col- 
or cold water. Coffee adulterated 
with chicory will stain cold water 
brown. 

Swelling of cans containing fruits 
and vegetables indicates fermen- 
tation. If cans contain more than 
one soldered perforation, they 
should be avoided. Cans are per- 
forated originally at the center of 
the bottom. Any subsequent per- 
roration shows tampering to pre- 
vent swelling, and indicates a prod- 
uct spoiling from improper cook- 
ing. 

Noodles of a bright yellow color 
are often colored. 

Cheap, shiny candies are coated 
with -shellac or other resin and 
should be avoided. 

Oleomargarine may be detected 
by examining the wrappers.of the 
packages. The Jaw requires a la- 
bel “‘Oleomargarine.’”’ This label 
is often very dim and printed with 
ink of nearly the same chade as 
the wrapper. Oleomargarine crack- 
les and gives off an unpleasant 
odor when placed in a hot pan.

INSPECTOR FINDS 





As Hard to Locate at Union 
Market as Needle in Hay- 
stack, He Says. 





While adulterated foods are being 
sold in great quantities in St. Louis, 
those engaged in trying to enforce 
the pure food laws for Government 
and State say that dealers and man- 
ufacturers are not practicing decep- 
tions on the housewife’so widely as 
formerly. 

DD. B. Bisbee, chief of the St. Louis 
Laboratory of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, and Dr. W. 
P. Cutler; State Dairy and Food Com- 

missioner, say the work of their de- 
partments has curtafléed’ the desire to 
adulterate through prosecutions. 

State Food ahd Drug Inspector A. 
F. Meyer, who has, been’ conducting a 
crusade against ‘the sale of impure 
and adulterated foods, will begin 
Monday an attack on soda water 
manufacturers. Ten*:warrants will 
pe asked\for agditist-mén who make 
false representations to sell their 
wares. -These men, it is asserted, 
use the bottles of manufacturers who 
make good products, and thus deceive 
dealers who believe they are getting 
a”“good ware at a-loew. price. 

Two Informations Issued. 

Inspector Meyer eaused .the issu- 
ance Friday of informations against 
R. I. Wagner for selling decomposed 
tomatoes, and against Thomas Shor- 
tellfor selling bad eggs. Shortell also 
is charged with: selling oleomargar- 
ine for butter. Wagner is a sales- 
man for the Reinhart Grocery Co., 501 
South Third street. Shortell is presi- 
dent of the Alderney Creamery, 1233 
North Thirteenth street. The latter 
concern has a stand in Union Mar- 
ket. 

“It’s about as hard to find a needle 


in a haystack as to find a pound of} 


butter in Union Market,” said In- 
spector Meyer to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. 

“Housewives are deceived 
hundreds of times daily when 
attempt to buy fresh, country 
or creamery butter. It is not the 
province of my department to stop 
the sale of eggs or oleogargarine. It 
is legal to sell them, but it is not 
legal to misrepresent what is being 
sold, and we have made several 
prosecutions because of deceptions. 

Hard to Make Cases. 

“It is hard for my department to 
make cases against these men. The 
State has but few inspectors, mos? 
of whom are known. If a dealer 
suspects that his product is being 
bought for a prosecution he will re- 
fuse to sell. I have been refused at 
stands in Union Market because deal- 
ers told me they had no creamery 
butter. It is necessary to make a 
purchase with a witness. Then if 
oleomargarine is sold for butter a 
case can be made.” 

Inspector Meyer's office is in the 
City Chemist’s quarters in the Old 
City Hall, 1106 Chestnut street. He 
says he will gladly assist any house- 
wife to prosecute a dealar if she will 
notify him of deception and will have 
a witness to testify to having been 
present when the sale was made. 

Meyer's crusade against the soda 
water dealers will be based largely 
on adulteration. Great quantities of 
saccharine, a substitute for sugar, are 
being used to sweeten drinks. Sar- 
eharine is a coal tar product and is 
known to have caused kidney 
trouble.

Aly. gowns this year afford an opportunity 
tor individuality that has occurred bunt 
rarely in the history of dress. Not since 
the days of the First Empire have the lines 
been as classic and the mode s0 very pic- 
turesque. No one style seems to dominate either in cut, color or materials, as is often the case with wom- 
an’s apparel, and which results in the impression of their having al] been made in the same mold. 

Everything that is beantiful in texture, from the most supple satins to the ariest of gauzes, the 
most wonderful shades of the three original colors and the most superb trimmings are used in this years 
creations, put together so cleverly that the effect is one of simplicity. In the attainment of this effect lies 
the proot of the creator ‘'s art, because in the making of one gown there are sometimes as many as six, 
and often more, different kinds of materials and alMost ag many colors combined. 

The most exquisite shades of the same color are sometimes émployed in one gown, laid one over the 
other, each diaphanous drapery showing another one of a different shade beneath. The combination of col- 
ors in some of the gowns isso daring and in such Violent contrast that were it not for the hand of the 
artist the result would be garish to the extreme. But when many colors and many different trimmings 
make up one gown, they are so subtly veiled under layers of transparencies that there ts but a suggestion 
of color. The detail of such gowns is so intricate that It doesn’t seem possible to produce any idea of sim- 
plicity, but it is there just the same. . 

The first mode! is of finest black marquisette over a vivid emerald green satin, trimmed with ent jet, 
sold lace and pale pink chiffon worked in so artistically that the gown seetns to be simplicity itself, 
The foundation of green is trimmed so that it is a complete dress, but without the top drapery to tone ft 
down it would be fit only for the cireus ring. The lineg are al) long and sweeping, ending In’a short pointed 
train, over which falls the square ends of the top transparency outlined with a band of cut jet. The torners 
uf jet extend beyond the pointed satin train, making three sharp points in all. 

The effect is very novel and very new. Through the velling of black, the gold lace on the green under 
drese shows but dimly. There is a high girdle across the front of zreen satin, only extending as far as the 
sides, where it meets a broad band of fet which passes over the shoulder and down each side of the back in 
a coat effect. Pink chiffon, delicately tinted, is laid under the trimming of lace and gold lace across the 
bust, extending about two inches above it, where it seems to fade into the flesh tint of the skin. The

The top drapery is gathered into a 
narrow band of beaded trimming, matching that which partially forms a deep girdle on the bodice.

Is it not remarkable? 
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NE of the commonest beliefs among men is 

( : that they are good judges of horses. In- 

troduce aby average man to a horse and 

he will look at its teeth, poke it in the ribs 

and feel of its fetlock. Then he will look wise 
and either nod or shake his head. 

As a matter of fact, not one man in a hun- 
dred is a competent judge of a horse—whereby 
most of them are always “stung” in a horse 
trade. 

Gen. U. S. Grant’s greatest distinction—in his 
own eyes—was that he was. an infallible judge 
of a horse. He thought more of his ability as 
a horse trader than he did of his successes as a 
soldier. 

Yet, while he lived in New York he bought a 
pair of carriage horses that proved to be “doped,” 
“painted” and generally manipulated for him 
while he believed them to be a perfect pair. 
When he went to the stable to look at them the 
morning after buying them he found one of 
them dead and the other dying. 

From the time of the Deluge to the present 
time men have been engaged in cheating one 
another in horse tradés. There are two or three 
frauds which men look upon leniently, a horse 
trade, the exchange of umbrellas and swapping 
dogs, but the th ~~ thate brings the greatest 
leniency among them is “sharpness” in a horse 
trade, 

Novels and innumerable stories have been writ- 
ten around the acuteness of one man to get the 
better of another in a horse trade, and while this 
may seem fitting and smart in the country, where 
two men are setting out to best one another at a 
swap, when it is systematically carried on in the 
city for gain only it is not so popular. 

But where one man in the country I!s ‘‘bested’’ 
in a horse trade a hundred in the city are swin- 
died out of their money. “Fixing” horses is a 
common trade in every big city in the country, 
and it is a very profitable one. 


4 PROFITABLE PROFESSION. 


Of course horses are “fixed” in the country, 
but only occasionally. In the city it rises to 
the dignity of a profession, and a very profitable 
one. 

There are men in St. Louis, and other big 
cities, who make from $10,000 to half as much 
again every year by taking broken-down, half- 
dead and diseased horses and making them over 
temporarily. A horse that cost the dealer per- 
haps $2, is “doped” and “conditioned” until it 
can Le sold for $160 or more. The next day, or 
at most a week later, the horse dies in the new 
owners etable. 

If there Is “trouble, " it ie at worst a suit for 
damages, or perhaps only a trial on the charge 
of obtaining money under false pretences. The 
horse traders look at the matter lightly and con- 
tinue to dope up horses for the “suckers” to buy. 

The -tricks of the horse trader are as old as 
the profession inself. Yet the buying public 
seems never to get wise to them. It has always 
been thought that the Hungarian gypsies were 
the sharpest horse tradérs in the world, but 
there are those in St. Louls now who can take 
a dying horse and ~——— it look a thoroughbred 
in two weeks. 

In the old days in St. ‘Sonte the habitat of the 

sharp horse traders was on North Broadway be- 
tween Biddle street and'Cass avenue. The trad- 
ing stables there are sald to have held men who 
gould not be beaten at reconstructing a horse 
end polding him until he could be aad for a 
good price. 
_ Today the swindling “fixers” of horses are 
genttered all over town. You mar have one doing 
business temporarily in the alley back of your 
house out in the West End. 
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One of the favorite tricks of the trader with a 
“fixed” horse is to hire a stable in a good neigh- 
borhood and then advertise that a “widow” has 
to part with her deceased husband’s favorite 
horse. ‘The “widow” is there with the tears, 
and all the rest of it, and the buyer is stuck 
with as worthless a horse as he could find, if it 
does not die on his hands before he gets it home. 

There are innumerable excuses for selling the 
advertised horse. For instance, the owner has 
bought an automobile, or he is going to Europe, 
or there is an estate to be settled, or the family 
is going to leave town, or perhaps no excuse 
whatever is offered, and it is stated simply that 
a “sound” horse is for sale. 

In the opinion of a veterinary surgeon there 
is no such thing as a “sound” horse, any more 
than, to an insurance man, there is a perfectly 
sound man. 

The sale of ‘‘fixed” horsés is not restricted to 
tne West End or the residence neighborhooas. 
however. Downtown there are numerous stables 
in alleys and side streets where this or that 
“transfer” or “hauling” company has “a few 
good horses” for sale. There are “brewery 
stables” and “Jaundry stables,” and all sorts of 
stables where professional horse traders lie in 
wait for the unwary with horses that have been 
“doped” for gale. 

The very latest thing in “fixing” horses in St. 
Louis is cacodylate of sodium, a white powder 
which js one of the products of arsenic. It 
came into public notice recently at the trial of 
Mrs. Dora Doxey for the murder of William 
Erder in St. Louis. 

Cacodylate of sodium has the peculiar effect of 
producing Bright’s disease of the kidneys quick- 
ly. The horse to which it is administered ‘rounds 
out” in body and the hollow places fill, if it is an 
aged horse. Thus the hollows above the eyes of 
an old horse will fill, giving him the appearance 
of youth, and he will have a plumpness which, 
while it is unnatural, looks to the unwary the 
very picture of youth and freshness. 

Having taken an old “skate” from the sham- 
bles into his stable the “widow” with up-to-date 
methods gives it covious doses of cacodylate of 
sodium to plump it. This is followed by doses of 
black antimony to “condition” it. 

“Conditioning” a horse is a trick every horse 
trader knows, whether he is a city shark or a 
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country trader whose only purpose is to “best” 
his neighbor in a deal. 

Every horse trader has his own method of put- 
ting a horse in condition. There are dozens of 
“condition powders” for sale, but the profes- 
sional horse shark generally has his own pre- 
scription, the basis of which is black antimony. 
This is administered generaliy in the form of 
tartar emetic. ° 

Tartar emetic produces’ vomiting in human be- 
ings and not much of it can be administered, 
but a horse has no gall bladder and does not 
vomit, so that large quantities of it can be given. 
The effect on a horse is to give it a sleek coat. 

In most of the ‘“‘condition powders’’ which are 
freely given to horses are drugs which will 
“tone” it. For instances, fenugreek, a legumin- 
ous plant related to the bean, which has rapid 
fattening properties, is given if the horse is 
thin; gentian is prescribed to give it ap appetite 
if it does not take to its feed; valerian is intro- 
duced if it is nervous, as a sedative; copperas is 
used as a tonic, as well as elecampane, which_-is 
both a tonig and a stimulant. 

Besides these the clever horse “fixer” gives sul- 
phur and capsicum, which is red pepper, to give 
the horse what is called “pep;” ginger, cream of 
tartar, potassium, nitrate or saltpeter, juniper 
berries to stimulate the bladder, and canthar- 
ides or Spanish fly, also a quick stimulant. 

The effect of this combination of drugs is to 
make the horse lively and full of action, no mat- 
ter how badly off he may have been'when he is 
brought into the stable. 

The most common complaint found among 
horses is “broken wind’ or “heaves,” as it is 
called. This is an asthmatic complaint, an amph- 
ysema of the lungs, or dilatation of the cells, 
which causes the horse to heave and blow when 
he is put to any exertion. 

The “heaves” are caused primarily by exertion 
too soon after feeding. Nearly every horse of- 
fered for sale in the stables where they make a, 
practice of foisting “fixed” horses on the. public, 
has the ‘heaves.”’ 

This is hidden by. the use of stramonium, an 
extract of the jimpson weed. It is administered 
either in the form of a tincture or as a fluid 
extract. The effect is to contract the dilated 
lung cells and cause the horse to breathe natur- 
ally for awhile. 


gtramonium every night,” 





A veterinary surgeon says that he was called 
to administer to a horse in a West End stable 
which had been given an overdose of stramonium 
and had been poisoned. In the stable were 15 
other horses waiting for buyers. 

“Every one of those horses gets his dose of 
said the “widow” to 
the vetérinary. ‘I couldn’t do business without 
stramonium.’”’ 

The Hungarian gypsies are past masters in 
the art of administering stramonium, but they 
use the drug in its powdered form. 

There are horses with swollen legs and feet 
that never can be got into condition, but one 
with sore feet, one that limps, can be “fixed” 
temporarily with a “shot” of cocaine in the 
ankle where the nerve leads into the foot. 

Hoofs are filled with putty. where they are 
cracked, and then painted black and greased. 
Fetlocks are trimmed and touched up with dye, 
and where there are shrunken muscles or hol- 
lows in the legs they are, blown out and 
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Cacodylate of

Queen Victoria always took great trouble. to 
verify the characters of persons unknown to her 
who were advanced as candidates for honors, and 
on more than one occasion her perspicacity was 
wonderful. 

A world-famous financier was put down by tue 
Prime Minister of the day for a , and 
when the Queen saw it she hesitated, asked some 
questions, and eventually drew her pen through 
the name. 

She was suspicious of the motives that led to 


the man's name being placed before her, and, 
-true enough, a few months later that financier 
appeared in the Bankruptcy Court and the whole 
story came out. 

He had sent a check for $250,000 to the party 
agents, with the gentle intimation that he ex- 
pected something in return.

Just at present an epid@& ic of mur- 
deis and attempts at murdér is on in 
New Orleans, by women who have un- 
de:taken to revenge themselves by 
shooting men. Their defense is the 
“unwritten law.” They are defended 
by an association of women of a 
higher and more intelligent class, 
known as the Era Club of New Or- 
leans. In other parts of Louisiana 
and the South prominent clubwomen 
have banded themselves together to 
defend women who avail themselves 
of the “unwritten law.” 

About six weeks ago the killing 
of men by young girls began in New 
Orleans. The latest case was that 
of Miss Kate Fetsch, who shot and 
killed Frank Mischler, a politician 
Before that Miss Mamie McLaugh: 
lin killed Hugh A. Smith, a wealthy 
man. She invoked the “unwritten 
law” and was acquitted after the 
“jury had been out twenty minutes. 
Next day the Fetsch girl killed 
Mischler. ; 

The Era Club of New Orleans, a 
powerful organization of women 
prominent socially and intellectually, 
took up the cause of Miss McLaugh- 
lin and adopted resolutions indors-

The club declared that 

“men have invariably been acquitted 
on grounds of the ‘unwritten law’ and

The Federated Clubs of the South- 
ern States have announced that in 
the event of Miss Fetsch’s con- 
viction, they will appeal from it 

to the Federal Courts on the ground 

that the girl was not tried by a jury 
of her peers in the absence of female 
members from it. 

The women’s clubs of New Orleans 
will also inaugurate a State-wide firht 
for equal rights with men and the 
privilege of the ballot, using these in- 
stances of girls who have taken the 

daw into their own hands because 
_ there was no legal way in which 
.) they could right their wrongs. 


The following statement from Mrs. 
E. L. McConnell, a well-known and 
brilliant lawyer of New Orleans, will 
illustrate the position taken by the 
Era Club in its defense of the propost- 
tion that women who kill men are en- 
titled to use the “unwritten law” as 
a defense: 

“Although in the opinion of all of 
us ‘(WoO wrongs can never make a 
right’ and no ‘stain of dishonor can 
ever be wiped away by the shedding 
of blood, in the case of Miss Mce- 
Laughlin the circumstances are such 
as to make al] fair-minded people feel 
that if the taking of life was ever 
justifiable it would be so under the cir- 
cumstances in which she was placed 
when she killed Hugh Smith. A 
young girl, fascinated by a man ex- 
perienced in the wiles of fove-making, 
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p 
is too much under the sway of her 
newly acquired emotions to be gov- 
erned by the dictates of the intellect 
or to understand clearly the difference 
between right and wrong. 

“But not until deserted does the 
woman realize the hopelessness of her 
position. Fear, horror, despair, all 
the most ungovernable emotions take 
possession of her, beclouding her 
judgment and impelling her to this 
act. 

“The fact that the soul of 4 human 
being, whether male or female, when 
deceived and. betrayed by the person 
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'n whom it has trusted, is swept by 
wives of those blind passions which 
tend to dethrone the reason and ren- 
der their victims irresponsible, has 
been taken into account from time 
immemorial by those whose duty it 
is to judge the deeds of men. And 
such judges, throughout the ages, in 
dealing with such cases, have con- 
sidered the frailty of human nature 
and the loss of self control so fre- 
quently evidenced by the person out- 
raged, and have been lenient with the 
offenders when the provocation was 
great. In the case ef this young girl, 
deceived and deserted, the provoca- 
tion was certainly great.” 

The “unwritten law” plea is one 
that has prevailed in the South since 
time immemorial, In the majority of 
cases it is used in 4Icfense of men. 


J oe 
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This is the first time it has ever been 
utilized by a woman in her own 
defense. The claim is made that the 
provocation is even greater in the one 
case than in the other. In the latter 
case the killing is done by the victim 
herself. In the other it is merely the 
act of revenge on the part of the man 
relative of the victim. 

A paragraph in the resolution 
passed by the Era Club is interest- 
ing as showing the spirit in which the 
women of the South regard the “un- 
wil'ten law,” for it has been echoed 
by the clubwomen of other states. It 


is as follows: 
The board of directors of the 

Era Club reaffirms its position 

taken in the McLaughlin, case 

which recognizes the principle of 
equal right for a woman to avenge 
dishonor under the unwritten law 
which allows a man to take life 
in defense of home and honor. 
The Era Club is no advocate of 
murder or of murder going un- 
punished, but if public opinion 
justifies a man’s avenging his 
dishonor, then a woman should be 
guaranteed the same protection. 

The recent murders are the fruit 

of no so-called sentimental agita- 

tion in behalf of women, but are 
the logical consequence of false 
teaching which recognizes a dual 
_code of morals. 

The legality of the defense made 
by women who murder men is a mat- 
ter of differing opinion among men of 
:egal training. Some of them have 
boldly said that a law should be en- 
acted making the killing of a man by 
a woman under certain circumstances 
justifiable homicide. One of the ex- 
vonents of this belief is former Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Charles P. Johnson 
of St. Louis, an eminent criminal law- 
rer, Other St. Louis lawyers, equally 
»minent, scout the “unwritten law” 
as preposterous. 

“Evidence of facts presented to 
juries under the ‘unwritten law’ al- 
most always are covered by a plea of 
insanity,” said Mr. Johnson in dis- 
cussing the advisability of making 
such murders justifiable under the 
law. “A plea of insanity offered in a 
case where it is desired to appeal to 
the ‘un sritten law’ is accepted by the 


—— 
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jury, although it is shown to them 
that up to the time the act was com- 
mitted and immediately after the 
homicide, the perpetrator was per- 
fectly sane. That proves that it is 
not insanity that the jury considers, 
but justification through the facts and 
circumstances which led to the kill- 
ing. 

“Every man on the jury realizes 
he would have done exactly what the 
accused did had he been placed in 
a similar predicament, and he votes 
for acquittal. Jurors,.court and law- 
yers know that the plea of insanity 
is arnere cloak for a plea of justi- 
fication that the law does not rec- 
ognize. 

“I believe the sentiment embodied 
in the ‘unwritten law’ is right in the 
main, and I also believe that it should 
be incorporated into the statutes of 
every state in which it has not been 
done already.” 

Judge Chester H. Krum takes em- 
phatic exception to. the views ex- 
pressed by Mr. Johnson. 

“The ‘unwritten law’ is all bosh,” 
he said positively. “It is the rankest 
sort of nonsense and ought not to be 
tolerated in-any court. I don’t be- 
lieve there is any such thing as the 
‘unwritten law.’ 
for what was in the minds of the ju- 
rors, coined by sympathy to disguise 
murder. 

“In cases of acquittal where a per- 
son, man or woman, is accused of 
murder in passion to avenge a wrong 
nobody, not even the ablest and most 
experienced lawyer, can tell what a 
jury is going to do or what will be 
considered by the jurors when they 
come to make up their minds about a 
case. 

“There are dozens of facts and cir- 
cumstances which can influence each 
particular juror, and no two minds on 
a jury work alike or are influenced 
by the same sympathies or emotions. 

“As to amending the penal code so 
as to allow a wrong against a woman 
to be pleaded in justification of a 
murder, that could not be done with- 
out upsetting our -whole crimina!] 
practice. What is the use of hav- 


ing any criminal code at all if pun- 
ishments are to be left in the hands!

Homicide under the “unwritten 
law” has not only been common in 
this country, but, according to rec- 
ords, is becoming more and more fre- 
quent, particularly the killing of men 
by women. The present epidemic in 
New Orleans, it is claimed, is not the 
result of suggestion, but because the 
young women believed that with the

Whatever it was that 
actuated her, she pleaded insanity and 
the “unwritten law” and got free, 

The case of Nan Patterson, the 
show girl, is not forgotten. She was 
riding in a hansom in New York with 
Caesar Young, an English sporting 
man, when he was shot and killed. 
There was ho proof that Nan Patter- 
son shot him, but it was known that 
he had just severed his relations with 
her. She was repeatedly tried for his 
murder, but, influenced by the “un- 
written law,” one jury after another 
disagreed and at last she was given 
her freedom. 

lown South, where the “unwritten 
law” is potent in turning men free 
the new “unwritten law,” which saves 
women who kill men, kept Mrs. An- 
nie Birdsong from the gallows al- 
though she was sentenced to serve 
several years in prison, for killing 
Dr. Butler, an intimate friend of her 
husband.

Mrs. Birdsong, a relative of former 
United States Senator McLaurin of 
South Carolina, pleaded the “unwrit- 
ten law” and asked for a new trial 
and was acquitted. 

A few ‘women are serving terms in 
prison for the murder of men- under 
the “unwritten law,” but not many 
in proportion to the number of times 
they have gone free. During the Thaw 
trial in New York Marie Schahbarn 
was in a crowd trying to catch a 
glimpse of Evelyn Nesbit Thaw when 
she saw Nicola Ferrance, a young. 
countryman, who had cast her off. 

She asked him to return to her, 
and when he laughed at her she shot 
hitn. Her sole defense was the new 
“unwritten law.” 

Emma Ripke shot her sweetheart, 
Frank K. Potts, at Council Bluffs, fo., 
because she found some letters writ- 
ten to him by another woman. ac- 
cording to the “unwritten law” she 
believed that she was justified, and so 
pleaded and went free through the 
efforts of a sentimental jury. 

Mrs. Margery Clark lured Algernon 
Atwood to Boston on a plea that she 
was dying. They had been friends, 
but he had recently marriéd another 
woman. When he arrived she shot 
and killed him, then pleaded the “un- 
written law.” 

One might go on multiplying In- 
stances innumerable in the past two 
or three years of where women have 
killed men without compunction, re 
lying on their plea of the “anwritten 
law” to influence sentimental jurors. 
In this they have been aided by the 
opinions of many men eminent in the 
law and in legislation. These men, in 
defending women for the crime of 
murder in the courts, generally give 
expression to sentiments that encour- 
age other women. to go and do like- 
wise. Their published pleadings, cen-— 
erally high-sounding and ful! of sen- 
timental pathos, remain in the mem- _— 
ories of women who read them until 
they come to believe that they have 
a divine right to revenge whatever

HE toll gate and the toll road 
must go! We demand free 
highways! Other states and 
other counties have them, and 
even our near neighbors are 
thus favored. Down with the 

toll gate! Get rid of it legally if possible, 

but—get rid of it!’’ 

This is now the cry in Indiana against an 
institution which was once looked upon with 
high favor. The sentiment on this subject 
of the community in which it is being heard 
is so sinister that it requires no vivid imag- 
ination to foresee possible results like those 
which oceurred during the memorable and 
bloody ‘‘toll gate war’’ in Kentucky a few 
years ago. 

The particular gate against which war 1s 
now declared in Indiana is that on the Cory- 
don-New Albany pike. And the struggle 
which is now on for free rights over this 
pike marks not a mere incident in a warfare 
aguinst a condition which has outlived its 
usefulness, but a climax in that struggle. 

It is, in fact, all but the last chapter. 
There is but one other toll road in all indi- 
an:: where once there were many. There is 
but one of any consequence left in Ken- 
tucky where formerly they threaded the

It is going—the old toll gate with all its 
history and legends of romance and trag- 
edy. A relic of feudal times, transplanted 
to this country and made to serve the 
pioneer, it is being relegated to the place 
of all things that block the path of progress 
and profit the privileged few at the expense 


of the many.

A short time ago a number of persons living 
east of Corydon on the pike in question agreed 
to unite against payment of folls on this road. 
Many passed through without heeding the de- 
mands of the gatekeeper that tolls be paid. Suits 
were promptly brought against these persons and 
those suits are now pending. 

Later, when some farmers 
without paying, the keeper closed the gate 
agaigst them. "A row ensued. It was evening, 
and many persons living in the country were 
returning from town. 

A wockade resulted, carriages, buggies, automo- 
biles and wagons being lined up for half a mile 
in the rear, while their occupants gathered in a 
mob at the toll gate to give moral—and, if neces- 
sary, physical—support to the ones who had 
first refused to pay. 

An officer was called and urged to put 
farmers under arrest. But apparently the jo 
was little to his liking. At any rate he rts Bh 
that the question was not one for him to dispose 
of, but should be settled by the courts. He ar- 
ranged a compromise whereby the road was 
cleared, but further than this he refused to act 
and the bad ‘blood was augmented. — 

Now the farmers declare they will cut down 
the gate if it is again closed against them. With 
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Farmers

the court cases coming on to further stir up the 
community it is fully expected that the civil suits 
will be followed on the docket by criminal cases, 
for the air is full of threats. 

Toll gates have proved sources of immense 
profit to their owners. The one on the Corydon- 
New Albany pike has done its part as a money 
maker, for it is one of the oldest in Indiana and 
was in operation when Corydon was the capital 
of the State. Recently, the farmers insist, the 
road has not been properly kept up, but the 
charges have gone on just the same. 

These charges, the farmers point out, are ex- 
tremely burdensome. It is practically necessary 
for those in the community it taps to use it to 
get to market. 

Free pikes penetrate the country in all other 
directions. The result is that the farmers along 


the toll road, after paying charges often amount- 


ing to 60 cents or more on a wagon load of grain 
or produce, find themselves at a distinct disad- 
vantage in the markets. 

It was this same condition that led to the fam- 
ous “toll gate war’ in Kentucky. In some sec- 
tions the roads were owned by corporations, in 
others by individuals who charged toll, and in 
still others the pikes were free. ; 

Demands were first made that the State and 
the various counties buy up tne toll roads, and 
these not being complied with, “night riders” 
put out, armed with dynamite and axes. and pro- 
ceeded to cut down the gates and blow up the 
toll houses. In several counties toll gate keepers 
and their families were killed, and occasionally 
a “night rider” would meet his death. 

Troops were called into action and some of the 
toll gate marauders were captured, although as a 
rule’ they eluded detection, for the whole com- 
munity, aside from thdse benefiting by the toll 
gates, was in sympathy with them. Trials of 
those captured resulted in the prisoners being

freed, no matter how apparent their guilt, for the 
jurors were their own neighbors and well-wish- 
ers. 

One by one the Kentucky toll gates went out 
of existence. Many of the owners retained the 
fortunes they had made and retired in affluence. 
Cthers spent all their gains in attempting to hold 
out against the new idea that the public highway 
should belong to all the people. The last man 
to give in was the famous “Turnpike King,” W. 
W. Baldwin, who died a few years ago, shortly 
after the hundreds of miles of toll roads under 
his control were forced out of his possession. 

In Kentucky, as in Indiana, Tennessee, Mary- 
land, Virginia and other states—although more 
extensively in Indiana and Kentucky than else- 
where—the toll pike system resulted in roads 
famous all over the world. The first toll road 
in Kentucky, leading into Lexington and exten- 
sively used for the hauling of materials to that 
center for manufacture, cost $7000 a mile and was 
kept up in the best shape possible. 

Others followed this one until a network was 
established about Lexington, and this example 
was followed elsewhere in the State. But it was 
a condition which could exist only temporarily, 
for the idea that a road is common property is 
too fundamental and apparent to remain long 
unexploited. 

That the building of roads and the charging of 
toll was recognized throughout the land as a jus- 
tifable and even a commendable feature in the 
development of the country is shown by the fact 
that the Federal Government engaged in the 
practice when the great National Highway was 
built from Cumberland, M4., to Wheeling, Va., 
the intention being to extend it on to St. Louis. 
Its chief supporter was Henry Clay, whose serv- 
ices in its behalf were commemorated by a monu- 
ment near Wheeling. 
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“rom Cumberland to Baltimore the National 
Highway was built by certain Maryland banks, 
which were rechartered in 1816 on condition that 
they should complete the work. It proved a 
most lucrative investment, returning 20 per cent 
for many years. 

Along this great highway the toll gate, as an 
institution, may be viewed in its |highest develop- 
ment. The road was a national highway indeed, 
for along it went all] the traffic of importance 
that was had with the East and the then West. 

Farmers, drovers and merchants profited by 
its commercial advantages, while its coaches car- 
ried travelers of social position and renown and 
statesmen on their way to and.fiom Washing- 
ton, as well as persons of less importance. An- 
drew Jackson was a well known figure at the 
taverns which lined its way, as was Clay, Crock- 
ett, Harrison, Houston, Taylor, Polk and others 
from the West. 

Those taverns, by the way, were by no means 
the least important features of the toll system 
operated on the National Highway and on other 
toll roads. The toll gate and the tavern were 
usually situated together, and here the stages 
stopped and the passengers had rest and re- 
freshment while the tribute was being. paid. 

For a generation after the highway was pushed 
out of use by the coming of the railroads which 
cut through the Alleghanies the service at the 
tables and bars of these roadside hotels was fam- 
ous. Twenty-five cents was the charge for a 
meal, and 6 cents for a glass of real whisky, 
“guaranteed not to contain a headache,” but 
there were those living less than a quarter of a 
century ago who firmly insisted that the most 
expensive places of New York and the East vro- 
duced nothing as satisfying to the “inner man.” - 

Romance, tragedy and picturesqueness: cluster 
around the toll gate wherever it has been main- 
tained. The first one ever established was set 
up by a hermit in England more than 500 years 
ago. The hermit, a man of wealth, spent his for- 
tune in building a road for some miles on each 
side of his habitation, along which the public 
Was permitted to pass at will and without charge. 

This was a great convenience to travelers and 
resulted in the hermit being much commended, 
but it did not keep him from coming to want 
through his public spiritedness. The King, hear- 
ing of the circumstance, issued: a decree which 
permitted the hermit to make a small charge 
against all vehicles that passed his door, and the 
hermit Iived happily ever afterwards. 

Other hermits immediately followed his exam- 
ple. Many who had not the means or the in- 
clination to build a road set up in business along 
one already built, depending on the custom which 
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had grown up to reward them. In this they we 
successful for a time. 


and ‘the business was farmed out in such a man- 
ner as to become a burden. It brought about toll 
gate wars. in England, just as it did long after- 
ward in America. 

Roads across the possessions over which the 
feudal lords of England assumed control v 
guarded and every passer-by made to contribute. 


but a thin coat to a larger tribute levied by right 
of might. 

On the Rhine the system Was developed into a 
fine art by the “Robber Barons,” and where 
there was any difference between toll charges 
on the river and highway robbery it was in name 
only. In and around London the toll gates and 
toll bridges were the cause of innumerable com‘ 
plaints and many encounters between the keep- 
ers and travelers. 

Pursuing the subject at another angle one finds 
that the toll gate has enriched the vocabulary of 
the English and other languages. “Paying toll” 
is an expression applied to many conditions and 
twisted into divers forms, while the word tariff, 
coming from the town of Tariffa, in Spain, has 
its origin in the fact that tariff, or toll, was 
levied at that place from all passers-by. 

One has but to call up in his memory ddd 
pages from history and literature to get yet an- 
other light on the toll gate. Throughout cen- 
turies it has been the trysting place of lovers, 
the point of meeting for duelists, the advan- 
tageous position from which bandits, having 
taken control, darted out onto unsuspecting 
stages. Here the community gossips gathered, 
even as they did at the village store—the store 
om infrequently being a concomitant of the toll 
gate.

are best suited for breeding and what types for 
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ANSAS has now found that keeping its agri- 
K cultural college in one location does nof 

accomplish the greatest good to the largest 
number. Only a limited number of farmers can 
attend the college. 

To help those who are willing to help them- 
selves and to see that opportunity knocks at least 
once at evefy man’s door the State has now or- 
ganized movable agricultural colleges, which are 
taken to the remotest parts of Kansas. The good 
these traveling schools do cannot be figured in 
dollars. There are less than 3000 students at the 
college proper. More than 30,000 are enrolled this 
year in the movable schools. 

As an example of what these movAble colleges 
have done, M. G. Hamm of Jackson County raised 
wheat in 1909 that yielded 65 bushels an acre, 
five times the average wheat yield of the State. 
Mr. Hamm learned how this was possible through 
the traveling schools, “farmers’ institutes,” the 
agricultural college calls them. He heard the 
urgent call that the college is sending out to the 
farmers for scientific agriculture and he made 
five. stalks of wheat grow where only one had 
grown before. 3 

This, the largest acre yield of wheat of which 
there is a record, was grown on land that has 
been tilled continuously for 47 years, most of 
the time planted in corn. Seven years ago it was 
sown to clover for two years. Then it was ma- 
nured and disked every year and planted in corn 
until the spring of 1908, when Spanish oats was 
sown. The rains ruined the oats just before har- 
vest and the field was plowed while the oats 
was green. The land was disked, harrowed and 
dragged after each rain until October, when Mr. 
Hamm sowed some high-bred wheat that he ob- 
tained from the college. Sheep and other stock 
lived on that field all winter and in the spring an- 
other coat of manure was spread over it. At 
harvest the wheat was the finest field any Kansan 
had seen, many traveling miles to gee it. 

“The man who propagates good seed and who 
tills his ground scientifically is a benefactor,” 
said Mr. Hamm. “The man who produces scrub 
wheat is a malefactor, and there are lots of male- 
factors among the farmers. They are soil rob- 
bers. Land properly tilled will not deteriorate 
in quality, but can actually be built up in fer- 
tility.

The 2300 students enrolled at the college is a 
small pfoportion of the farmers of Kansas. In 
order to reach the greatest number of farmers 
the college began its extension work, the organi- 
gation of actual schools going from the college to 
every community of the State so that every per- 
s0n interested in better farm methods, better 
stock, larger yields, better foods and more com- 
fortable homes could receive the benefits of the 
school without any great outlay of cash and 
without neglecting their own work. A farmer's 
work is one of constant care and diligence. 

In a speech at Philadelphia James Wilson, 
Secretary of Agriculture, declared that the only 
solution of the cost of living problem was the 
education of more farmers so that they can 
double the products of the soil. He said there 
Ought to be 10,000 farmers’ boys if the agricul- 
tural school. Kansas does not have one-third 
that number of boys in its agricultural school, 


running special farm trains into communities 
where some one crop is of greater importance 
than others. For instance, the corn trains do 
not go into those sections where wheat is almost 
the sole crop and the wheat trains dodge the 
corn country. In addition to the institutes the 
college is establishing complete correspondence 
courses in agriculture and stock raising. 

The work of establishing. the institutes has 
been going on since 1905.

The special trains carrying wheat, corn and 
dairy exports will have visited 200 towns. Dur- 
ing the winter more than 30,000 farmers will 
have taken the time and trouble to drive through 
mud and snow to learn something about the 
science of farming. They could not go 100 miles

“WUAKE THE SEED WORK HARDER.” 

There ace thousands of faimeis in Kansas and 
other states who haven’t followed the plan of 
the farmer who grew 70-bushels corn. The 
Kansas Agricultural College is trying to reduce 
the number of careless farmers to a. minimum 
and it is doing it through its farmers’ insti- 
tutes. The college authorities believe if they can 
get the farmers together in groups every vear and 
talk over matters, that the men who has had a 
poor yield will bump up against the man who is 
securing adequate,returns for his labor. and will 
set out to equal a better record the next year.

lection of seed will do and is known as seed 
breeding. 

The second year the best heads are_taken 
from the best row’and these in turn planted in 
separate rows, each head to a row. The process 
is repeated until the college has isolated the 
strongest producing individuals, an improved 
strain of this same variety of wheat. The seed 


is then sown for propagation in large amounts, 
which is furnished the farmers. A single head 
of such seed will yield 8910 bushels of this im- 
proved strain of wheat in four years. 

The farmers are given this seed for a nomi- 
nal price. They will be careful that this good 
wheat is not crossed with scrub wheat. They 
tend it carefully and as instructed by the col- 


lege, make reports of the _ yield. Usually 
they sell every bushel grown from the few bush- 
els obtained from tue college to their neighbors. 
The college supply is limited and it scatters it 
as much as ,possible about the State. 

The college has also experimented in stock. 
It has found that it takes three years for a 
scrub “razor-back” hog to reach a weight of 160 
pounds. Careful selection and breeding, just as 
was done with the wheat, has produced the 
thoroughbred hogs: of today that will reach 300 
pounds in a single year. 

King Ellsworth, an Angus steer, took the grand 
prize at the International Live Stock Show at 
Chicago.

“WUAKE THE SEED WORK HARDER.”’ 

There ace thousands of faimeis in Kansas and 
other states who haven’t followed the plan of 
the farmer who grew 70-bushels corn. The 
Kansas Agricultura] College is trying to reduce 
the number of careless farmers to a minimum 
and it is doing it through its farmers’ insti- 
tutes. The college authorities believe if they can 
get the farmers together in groups every vear and 
talk over matters, that the men who has had a 
poor yield will bump up against the man who is 
securing adequate.returns for his labor.and will 
set out to equal a better record the next year. 

The workers at the agricultural college have a 
slogen. It is: 

“Make the seed work harder. 
single kernel] loaf on the job.” 

The college experiment farmers carry on W2rk 
to produce better seed. Kharkof is a variety of 
hard red winter wheat which is best suited to the 
Kansas soil and climate. For three years tre 
college authorities have been carrying on the 
breeding experiments with this kind to increase 
its yield and quality. The method is called the 
‘“‘Head row test’ to secure big yielders. A num- 
ber of fine heads are selected and the 30 kernels 
from each separated.’ The kernels from one ead 
are planted in one row and the grains from the 
other heads are planted in other rows. All the 
rows are given exactly ‘he same si! and care 
throughout the season. 

When the wheat is harvested it has Seen found 
that some of the rows have yielded three’ and 
one-half times as much as other rows. In one 
experiment the best producing rows of the same 
wheat yielded 349 per cent more than the poorest 
row and 46 per cent more than the average of all 
the rows. The quality of the wheat showed a

put it-is helping to solve the problem that is 
confronting economists by taking its scientific 
agricultural school to the farmers.

- addition to sending these institutes throughout 
the State the college joins with the railroads in 





to the acre. That winter he attended a farmers’ 
institute, read all the literature the college had 
prepared on the subject and attended the meet- 
ings when the wheat train passed. Next year he 
grew 35 bushels of wheat to the acre and the last 
year the yield on the same land was 40 bushels 
an acre. 

Another farmer in the same neighborhood grew 
nine bushels of wheat per acre, saw what Mr. 
Schaumburg had done the year before, studied 
and put in his wheat in the same way as did 
Mr. Schaumburg and he grew 30 bushels of wheat 
per acre. 

Anywhere in Kansas one will find one or more 
men in each community who have attended the 
farmers’ institutes. And-these farmers will be 
found to be the most progressive in that com- 


simitar difference. Ihis shows what careful se- 
lection of seed will do and is known as seed 
breeding. 

The second year the best heads are_taken 
from the best row:and these in turn planted in 
separate rows, each head to a row. The process 
is repeated until the college has isolated the 
strongest producing individuals, an improved 
strain of this same variety of wheat. The seed 


is then sown for propagation in large amounts, 
which is furnished the farmers. A single head 
of such seed will yield 8910 bushels of this im- 
proved strain of wheat in four years. 

The farmers are given this seed for a nomi- 
nal price. They will be careful that this good 
wheat is not crossed with scrub wheat. They 
tend it carefully and as instructed by the col- 





lege, make reports of the _ yield. Usually 
they sell every bushel grown from the few bush- 
els obtained from tue college to their neighbors. 
The college supply is limited and it scatters it 
as much as ,possible about the State. 

The college has also experimented in stock. 
It has found that it takes three years for a 
scrub “razor-back”’ hog to reach a weight of 160 
pounds. Careful selection and breeding, just as 
was done with the wheat, has produced the 
thoroughbred hogs of today that will reach 300 
pounds in a single year. 

King Ellsworth, an Angus steer, took the grand 
prize at the International Live Stock Show at 
Chicago. This was the finest steer stockmen had 
ever seen. It was the finest beef animal packers 
and butchers in this country had found and the 
grand prize was awarded to King Ellsworth by 
an English judge who pronounced the steer the 
best the world had produced. 

King Ellsworth was raised, fattened and ex- 
hibited by the~Kansas Agricultural College. The 
college selected him from the herd as the best 
animal for the purpose and fed him according to 
certain rules that the students and instructors 
had worked out as the best possible weight-pro- 
ducing system. King Ellsworth received only 
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came as the best way to distribute this knowl- 
edge. Actually a part of the college is bundled 
into a railroad train and taken out to the farm- 
ers and the farmers go to school just as their 
children do. The railroads are interested in larg- 
er crops, for it means greater business. So the 
railroads furnish the cars free; they haul] the 
train free; they advertise the meetings, sending 
men on long trips and paying heavy livery bills 
that every farmer along the line will know of 
the coming of the train. 

In the cars there are exhibits of the best grades 
of grains.- There are samples of what corn and 
wheat breeding, careful selection, will do. The 
result of every experiment made at the college 
is shown. There are bulletins by the hundred, one 
at least for.every man. In one end of the car 
one of the teachers may be telling how to cure 
“wheat sicknesgs’’ or “corn sickness,” what fer- 
tilizer to use, what crop to plant or sow that 
will restore to the land the qualities necessary to 
produce a good crop of wheat. 

In the middle of the car there may be an- 
other teacher or an advanced student showing 
other farmers what kinds of seed are the best, 
how to select these kernels and the best plans for 
planting and sowing. In the other end of the

These institutes get the farmers interested in 
scientific agriculture. Whenever a farmer has a 
problem that he wants to have some help on he 
writes to the college. No farm problem is of 


too minor a nature but that it receives a detailed © 


reply. The authorities send the farmer every 
scrap of information on that subject which it has 


obtained through its own work and through the 


work of other schools and of other farmers. 
Often, if the matter is one of especial interest the 
college will send a man to make a personal ex- 
amination and- report. If a group of farmers 
have the same or similar problems the college 
will send an expert to investigate, make experi- 
ments and tell the farmers what to do. 

Last year the college sent a man to Russia and 
Turkey to study wheat in those countries and 
see if the farmers there have anything in their 
methods which might be an improvement on the 
Kansas plans. He also made arrangements to 
purchase seed wheat if the Kansas farmers want 
it. What he found was published in a bulletin 
that is sent free to-every farmer interested. 

Each year the college has one big institute at 
fhe college. The State pays the expenses of one 
man from each county to attend. This farmer 
can see and learn what the college is doing and 
how it is doing it and what it hopes to accomp- 
lish. Then this man can go home and tell his 
neighbors what he has seen and heard and arouse 
additional interest in scientific farming. 

The college grows thousands of bushels of 
high-grade seeds every year. It sells none to 
millers and only in small quantities to farmers. 
A farmer who will follow the instructions in sow- 
ing or planting the seed and in cultivating the 
crop and who will make reports of what Tieton 
did can secure some of it at a nominal ce.

the cleanest and most wholesome foods. The 
steer was given kind treatment and ample pro- 
tection against the elements and any undue dis-. 
turbance. 

For forage he received good alfalfa hay and his 
grain consisted of corn meal, oi] meal and bran. 
During the winter he was kept’in a lot with other 
show steers in the daytime. There they had corn 
fodder to pick at and they were kept in a fairly 
comfortable shed at night. During the summer 
the steers were turned on bluegrass a few hours 
each day until the flies got bad, when they were 
turned on pasture at night and kept in the stable 
curing the daytime. Plenty of exercise was 
given the steers the entire year. 

There is nothing in this program and menu 
that every farmer could not do. But they don’t 
do it, generally. The college did and the result 
was the best beef steer the United States had 
ever produced. 

The college makes similar experiments with 
corn, rye, barley, alfalfa, bluegrass, hogs, sheep, 
horses.and mules. It is constantly experimenting 
to determine the best seed or the best types of 
animals and the best ways to till the soil to 
get the best results and the kinds of animals to 
select for breeding and how to build up an ani- 
mal and get the best there is in him. The col- 
lege wants every kernel to do its best work all 
the time and every. blood corpuscle on the jump 
to perform its proper functions. 

The college has been in existence for over 40 
years, but it has never done its best work until 
within the past few years. It did not have the 
right method of distributing the knowledge its 
workers had acquired. Its students learned and 
went forth, many as farm and garden superin- 
tendents, others as dairy managers and creamery 
men and their knowledge did not reach the grass 
roots, as it should. The old farmers laughed at 
the young men who attemped to tell them the 
best ways to grow wheat and corn and stock. 

The college tried bulletins, but these were only 
partially successful. It keeps up the bulletins as 
supplemental to the real work, the farmers’ in- 
stitutes, where the school is taken directly to 
the farmer. There is nothing haphazard in the 
plan. The college makes the experiments to de- 
termine the best plans for use in Kansas. Then 
it ta’es these plans, gets the farmers into a 
schoolhouse or courtroom, vacant store room or 
railway coach and its experts tell what to do 
and how to do it. 

The corn and wheat trains and the institutes 
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car there is a man telling about soils. He shows 
how the farmer has’ squandered his soil like a 
prodigal. The farmer has ripped open the sod 
with his breaking plow and scattered the seed 
with a:‘careless hand. The soil is depleted. The 
erosion has carried off much of the rich black 
loam and left only clay. Into much of-this de- 
pleted soil many farmers have sown a seed.that 
is degenerated. 

The collegé teachers explain the use of the dif- 
ferent fertilizers, the quantity and conditions 
for the use of them, how to rotate the crops and 
for how many years and whether or not the Tand 
should lie idle for a year or two. The teachers 
have learned these things through a long ex- 
perience and tell the- farmers what the experi- 
ments proved. The farmers ask questions and 
the teachers answer them and furnish bulletins 
on any subject the farmer is interested in. The 
bulletins give more detailed information. 

FOLLOWING UP INQUIRIES. 

The farmers pass from groups to groups, others 
come in and the talks are repeated, hour after 
hour, all day long and even far into the night. 
One farmer may ask a question at one time and 
the next group that comes up will bring a farmer 
who has had the same trouble with his land or 
crops or stock and has conquered. The instructor 
hunts up the man with trouble and gets the 
two together where they can compare notes. 

It is during the winter months that the work 
is carried on to the greatest extent. The instruc- 
tors and advanced students travel to every 
county. A series of meetings is arranged for 
country school houses, churches, town halls and 
m5 institutes have been held in blacksmith 
shops. : 

The college has secured samples of the soil of 
that county and the teacher knows what crops 
are best suited to that soil and how the lend tn 
that county should be cultivated to produce the 
best results. He shows the grain samples the 
college hes grown and explains how the work was 
done and how the farmer can obtain some of the 
seed and‘almost as good results. He has pictures 
of all farm animals and shows the best types to 
breed for farm, for city markets and other uses 
He explains. in detail and with samples how to 
select the best wheat and corn seeds. what lands 
are best suited for different crons. what feeds 
wil) produce the most flesh in cattle, hogs and 
sheep in a given neriod, how to make up and feed 
@ balanced ration to get the most good from 
every pound of feed and what types. of animals 
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Usually he is able to sell the crop from this seed 
to his neighbors at higher prices than market 
priceg. 

In the horticultural and gardening courses the 
institutes are Held in orchards or gardens, where 
the grafting and pruning of trees may be 
strated. 
in many countries’for special institute work. The 
farms are under the direction of tue college, but 
the counties pay the bills. 

The farmers could not go to the college to see 
these things done. It was hard to arouse their 
interest in what could be accomplished by scien- 
tific farming. But when samples of the results 
of the work were shown and a man who helped

in attaining these results went to the farmers 
and showed them how easy it was to make two - 


bledes of grass grow where one grew before, 
then the Kansas farmers were aroused from their 
apparent lethargy. More and more they are try- 
ing to prevent the waste of the land and are mak- 
ing themselves richer and doing their work easier 
than ever before. 

In doing these things the real aim and work 
of the college is being carried out. Kansas 
preaches: 

“Take’the college to those who cannot go to 
the college.” And Kansas practices what it 
preaciues.

Pneumatic tires, cushions and lawyers’ “servi- 
ettes” have all served as receptacies for smug- 
gled merchandise, men’s hats have concealed 
cigars and women have hidden watches in the 
folds of their scarfs. In the smugglers museum 
you will find overcoats and pelisses with India 
rubber poc-ets in the lining, hollow canes and 
women’s skiits with surprise pockets all around 
the bottom..
